The equivalent 
grade in rank and pay is that of junior lieutenant, and 
there are none in the Navy and will be none in 1908. Cap- 
tains and second lieutenants will not show the same dif- 
ference. The result of it all is that 438 of the 1,079 offi- 
cers of the Navy, or over forty per cent., get the pay of 
major or more, whereas in the Army only 524 out of 
3,436, or less than sixteen per cent., get that pay. In 
both lists we take only such staff bureaus as are officered 
from the line, leaving out doctors, chaplains, paymasters, 
and naval constructors. Do we wonder that the Army 
generals, majors, and captains, and colonels sometimes 
wish for promotion? Perhaps it is not wrong that a man 
of ability and character, who has given his life to his 
country, should have a fair chance to get the pay that 
comes to men in business life of $5,000 to $7,000 a year. 
‘l'o state the matter otherwise, the pay of 3,436 Army offi- 
cers of all grades is estimated at $7,815,300, or at an av- 
erage of $2,274.56 each, while the pay of 1,079 Navy offi- 
cers is estimated at $3,087,784, or an average of $2,862 
each. Officers in the Navy, on the average, get more than 
a quarter more pay than in the Army. The reason is that 
there is not the same proportion of higher officers in the 
Army. It is not a question of the pay of each rank, but 
that there are more promotions. Let no man of the Army 
-or Navy think that Congress either grudges or counts the 
cost of promotion or pay. Let us be liberal. The pay ac- 
count in the Navy is less than a quarter of the total ap- 
propriation contained in the bill. The pay account in the 
Army is hardly a quarter of the total appropriations, in- 
cluding those of other bills for fortifications and barracks 
and quarters. We do not grudge fair pay. The cheapest 
thing the country can buy is men—cheaper than guns, or 
forts, or ships, and greater.”

When the Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Army is asked as Fresident of the United States to ap- 
prove the proposed constitution of the new state of Okla- 
homa he will find therein the following stipulation: ‘No 
officer, soldier or marine of the Regular Army or Navy of 
the United States shall be entitled to vote at any elec- 
tion in this state; provided that this section shall not be 
construed to include members and officers of the state mi- 
litia.’ This provision is a gross insult to the Army and 
Navy, and a wicked invasion of the rights of every retired 
soldier and sailor who may now or hereafter reside in the 
state of Oklahoma. There are within the limits of the 
new state many retired officers and men of the Army who 
have large property interests and have done much to pre- 
pare the territory for the dignity of statehood, yet it is 
here deliberately proposed to disfranchise these citizens 
and subject them to the injustice of taxation without rep- 
resentation. The adoption of the above-quoted clause by 
the constitutional convention of Oklahoma has provoked 
widespread indignation. Judge Selwyn Douglas, a vet- 
eran of the Civil War residing in Oklahoma City, in a 
letter to a member of the convention, says: “I know an 
old retired Army officer in town who bears upon his per- 
son honorable wounds inflicted by the enemies of the Unit- 
ed States. By the action of your convention it is pro- 
posed to disfranchise him, for he is still a United States 
Regular soldier and consequently within the malediction 
of your convention.” Chris Madsen, who served sixteen 
years in the Regular Army and afterwards as a member 
of the Rough Riders in Cuba and is now deputy United 
States marshal of Oklahoma, says in an interview in the 
Leavenworth Times: “I know that the boys will tell the 
President all about it and will carry their protests to him, 
for it is a shame and a disgrace to treat the American 
soldier in such a manner. The idea of a squaw-man from 
the Chickasaw nation, one who gained his citizenship 
there by intermarrying with an Indian—to place his brand

service fighting for his country.”

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An officer of the Army who has labored in season and 
out of season to promote the efficiency of the Service in 
the use of small arms writes to offer a suggestion which 
is particularly timely in view of the experiments now be- 








ing made with various types of hand arms by a board of 
officers appointed for that purpose. His suggestion is that 
officers interested in this matter be invited to express their 
views, briefly stated, in the columns of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL as to the advantages and disadvantages of 
the self-loading hand-arm—that is, the automatic or semi- 
automatic—as compared with the hand-loader—namely, 
the revolver—for the mounted service. This suggestion is 
most commendable, and we shall be glad to make room 
for communications relating to the subject stated. The 
matter is one of growing importance and should receive 
the most careful consideration. The hand arm issued to 
our troops should be equal to the best in the world, and 
that it may be so it is necessary that exhaustive tests of 
all available types should be completed before a choice is 
made. The experience of officers with weapons of various 
types will be helpful in deciding the matter, and we trust 
that all who are able to contribute to the discussion will 
do so, As the discussion will probably bring out many 
communications, we ask as a special favor that all letters 
relating to the question be kept within the smallest space 
consistent with clearness of statement and the importance 
of the subject. 
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American capitalists are evidently indifferent to the 
project to establish an agricultural bank in the Philip- 
pines, authority for which was granted by the last Con- 
gress, and it is reported that the institution will be organ- 
ized by English financiers. Under the law the Philippine 
government is to guarantee for twenty-five years an in- 
come not exceeding four per cent. on the capital actually 
invested in the bank, which must not be in excess of 
$200,000. It was supposed that this project would appeal 
strongly to American .investors. Thirty-six per cent. 
per annum is a not uncommon rate to charge on loans in 
the Philippines, secured on good agricultural holdings. 
Mr. Payne, of New York, met a banker at Zamboanga 
who told him that he loaned his entire capital of $25,000 
at three per cent. a month the year round, “and had the 
best of security because he owned the borrowers’ crops, 
and never lost a dollar.’ Ten per cent. is the maximum 
rate which the firm establishing the bank will be al- 
lowed to charge, and no loan in excess of $5,000 can be 
made to one person. Mnglish capitalists have found 
the agricultural. bank in Egypt a successful investment, 
and as the bank in the Philippines is to be on much the 
same lines, the financiers of Great Britain have shown 
a disposition to undertake the establishment of the insti- 
tution, 
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King Edward’s gift of a memorial bust of Lord Nelson 
to the United States Naval Academy has provoked various 
expressions of ‘protest in several inland communities which 
are exceedingly ungracious and which again illustrate that 
unbecoming “touchiness” of spirit which has too often 
characterized our demeanor toward other nations. Those 
who object to the King’s gift do so on the ground that it 
is tendered in a patronizing spirit and that it implies an 
unwarranted belief on his part that America has had no 
sea-fighter comparable to the hero of Trafalgar. On this 
latter point there may be honest differences of opinion, but 
that King Edward had any thought of inviting compari- 
sons or precipitating an academic discussion as to the 
relative merits of English and American naval command- 
ers is too ridiculous for serious consideration. ‘These 
protests,” says the Rochester Post Express, in a dignified 
reference to the episode, “‘are too petty to demand much 
attention. Certainly no genuinely patriotic American can 
find reasonable cause for complaint because a bust of Nel- 
son is to be placed in our Naval Academy. The United 
States accepted a statue of Frederick the Great for the 
War College, and there is no more impropriety in accept- 
ing an effigy of the English naval hero than one of the 
Prussian king.”

President Roosevelt has issued executive orders which 
provide for sweeping changes in the administrative con- 
trol of the Panama Canal Zone which, it is estimated, 
will result in an annual saving of $25,000 in salaries. 
Under these orders all the municipal councils, the mayors 
and other municipal officers will be done away with and 
the five municipal governments in the Canal Zone will be 
replaced by four administrative districts, which would 
be under the direct control of the canal commissioners. 
These districts will be known as Ancon, Emperador, 
Gorgona and Cristobal. Under the old organization the 
five municipal governments were in control of officers 
named by the commission and not elected by the people. 
Consequently the abolition of the municipalities will not 
in any way limit the voice of the people in their govern- 
ment, but will make it possible for the commission to give 
the various administrative districts ordinances and regu- 
lations which are in complete harmony. 
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Speaking of placing the construction of the Panama 
Canal under the supervision of engineer officers of the 
Army, the Washington correspondent of the Boston 
Transcript quotes the President as saying: “The Army 
engineers may take longer to build the canal, but there 
are no quitters among them; they are impervious to criti- 
cism, and of their integrity the country needs no assur- 
ance.”

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Apropos of a graceful tribute to the memory of the late 
Brig. Gen. Theodore-J. Wint, U.S.A., published in the 
New York Sun, a communication signed “Promotion,” 
which appears in a later issue of that journal, points out 
that “names without number almost could be given of offi- 
cers who have continually served their country and won 
distinction for gallantry on the field of battle and have 
thereby earned promotion, who have been ignored and 
have lost the reward so justly their due—to make way for 
others who because of circumstances at the time found fa- 
vor at the hands of those in authority, although not pos- 
sessed of a military record full of gallant deeds of hero- 
ism.” The writer of this communication goes on to say: 
“Such men as Baldwin, Allen Smith, Wells, Forsythe and 
hundreds of others I could name have all been held back, 
and such honors and promotion as finally came to them 
were after many others had been jumped over their heads, 
to retire with higher rank. ‘Thus to deny reward justly 
due, thereby curbing ambition, is not only unfair but 
cruelly unjust, and still those brave, gallant soldiers and 
gentlemen quietly bear with patience the unfairness an- 
nually dealt out to them. It is not my wish to disparage 
the fortunate ones who are thus favored at the expense 
of those more entitled to the honors bestowed, as in many 
cases most excellent service has been performed by them 


and they have shown great bravery in action, but the ; 


policy is wrong and works great injury to the esprit de 
corps which should pervade the Army at all times. Faith- 
ful-service should be faithfully rewarded in order to main- 
tain the highest state of efficiency and hope for proper 
recognition at the proper time by the authorities. Any 
other course works to the permanent detriment of the 
Army, and Navy too, and in the opinion of the writer this 
matter should have serious consideration at Washington, 
to the end that all our worthy officers and men shall be 
promptly rewarded for services well and faithfully per- 
formed. No other course is just.” 
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One of the sanest replies to the silly talk about “vaunt- 
ing the splendors of war” at the Jamestown Exposition 
appears in an editorial in the current number of Harper's 
Weekly, from which we quote the following: “It seems 
to us that the bishops, preachers, editors, and others who 
are making what hubbub they can about the coming mili- 
tary and naval show at Jamestown show a curious ina- 
bility or disinclination to face the real facts of the case. 
They talk about ‘the Jamestown militarism’ as a glorifi- 
cation of war, and consider the display as something in- 
sidiously contrived to turn the heads of the American peo- 
ple and make them want more soldiers and more war- 
ships. The truth is, we believe, that the Jamestown na- 
val review was contrived chiefly in the interests of econo- 
my. It was the cheapest considerable thing the Govern- 
ment could do to help the exposition. Hampton Roads is 
an ideal place for a show of warships. A good many ships 
will be there; a good many people will see them and will 
know more about navies than they did before. The gath- 
ering of ships and soldiers will provide entertainment, 
but it will also diffuse knowledge. The taxpayers who see 
the ships will see what they are paying for, and will sure- 
ly be by so much the better qualified to judge whether they 
want to spend money for warships or not. If our friends 
who oppose spending money for warships think they help 
their case by keeping the taxpayers as ignorant as possible 
of what a warship is, one can understand their opposi- 
tiom to the Jamestown naval review; but if the diffusion 
of knowledge helps their case, then the review will work 
for them and their side.’’ 
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Mr. Albert J. Smith, secretary of the Jamaica Union 
of Teachers, has written a letter to the New York Sun 
earnestly appealing to the American public for addi- 
tional funds for the relief of the victims of the earth- 
quake and fire at Kingston, hundreds of whom, he says, 
are homeless and helpless. Incidentally, he has the fol- 
lowing to say of the action of Rear Admiral Charles H. 
Davis, U.S.N., in landing bluejackets in the stricken 
city: “You may have learned of the Swettenham-Davis 
incident, a circumstance which others like myself deeply 
regret. I was nearly all the time with the gentlemen 
landed by the Admiral, showing them around to places 
in which dead bodies would be found. I never had to 
deal with a more sympathetic set of men. They worked 
like heroes and risked their lives over and over again in 
doing faithful work. I remember an incident which oc- 
curred on Harbour street. They were lifting some very 
heavy beams of iron. As some native stalwarts came 
along the gentleman in charge of the gang asked them to 
help his men just a bit. Not only did they refuse to 
do so, but one was rude enough to say to the gentleman 
who spoke to them: ‘You are well paid for doing it, so 
do it yourself.” I told the fellow he ought to be 
ashamed of himself, and asked the gentleman not to 
notice that ‘element,’ for there were thousands who were 
grateful to them, and I thanked them on behalf of 
grateful thousands. I was present at the wharf when 
the various foodstuffs sent by the kind hearted Admiral 
were landed, and I gave the men a ‘cheer off’ as they 
were leaving for good.” 
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All talk about tearing down the lofty Eiffel tower in 
Paris will probably cease in view of a statement recently 
made by the French military authorities. This announce- 
ment is to the effect that the tower would be immensely 
valuable in time of war, for the reason that by using it as 
a wireless telegraph station communication could be es- 
tablished with nearly every part of France, thus enabling 
the government to keep in constant touch with its armies 





and so help them to co-operate with greater precision. It 
is held that with the tower thus equipped the French mil- 
itary authorities would posses an important advantage 
over any opposing army and that therefore the structure 
should be preserved. This suggests that possibly the 
Washington monument might be used as a wireless sta- 
tion. While not nearly as high as the Eiffel tower, it is 
probable that from it communication could be established 
with almost any point on the Atlantic coast and with sta- 
tions far inland. Such a system of communication 
would be exceedingly important in the work of coast de- 
fense, in that it would help to insure concerted action and 
enable the Government to co-operate more effectively with 
the troops. A series of practical tests, under varying con- 
ditions of weather, to ascertain just how far, up and down 
the coast and inland, wireless communication could be ex- 
tended from the Washington monument and New York’s 
tall towers would be highly interesting. 'Those who be- 
lieve that war can be abolished may insist that the use of 
the Washington monument for military purposes would 
be a profanation, but we believe that if Washington were 
living he would offer no objection whatever to such an ar- 
rangement, 
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In his recent letter announcing the names of the mem- 
bers of the Inland Waterways Commission, President 
Roosevelt made this interesting statement: “It was com- 
puted by Generals Humphreys and Abbot half a century 
ago that the Mississippi alone sweeps into its lower 
reaches and the gulf 400,000,000 tons of floating sediment 
each year (about twice the amount of material to be 
excavated in opening the Panama Canal). besides an 
enormous but unmeasured amount of earth salts and soil 
matter carried in solution. This vast load not only causes 
its channels to clog and flood the lowlands of the lower 
river, but renders the flow capricious and difficult to con- 
trol. Any plan for utilizing our inland water ways, to 
be feasible, should recognize the means for executing it 
already in existence, both in the federal Departments of 
War, Interior, Agriculture and Commerce and Labor, and 
in the States and their subdivisions, and it must not in- 
volve unduly burdensome expenditures from the national 
treasury. The cost will necessarily be large in propor- 
tion to the magnitude of the benefits to be conferred, but 
it will be small in comparison with the $17,000,000,000 
of capital now invested in steam railways in the United 
States—an amount that would have seemed enormous and 
incredible half a century ago. Yet the investment has 
been a constant source of profit to the people and without 
our industrial progress would have been impossible.” 
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According to a statement issued by the Commissioner 
of Pensions, 2,351 Civil War pensioners died during the 
month of February, and there are 652,488 still on the 
rolls. The enactment of the Service pension law has 
excited new interest in the “unknown army,” says 
Pension Commissioner Warner, so-called because its mem- 
bers did not apply for pensions because of various rea- 
sons of delicacy, pride or indifference, but who are now 
coming to the front. So far there have been about 280,- 
000 applicants under the new law, but of these only a 
little over one per cent. are in the shape of original ap- 
plications, or, in other words, applications of the hitherto 
unknown possible pension claimants. Certainly the en- 
tire number will not exceed 5,000. The other 275,000 
applications are all for increase and were made by men 
whose names have been on the rolls in the past. 
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Capt. James H. Hooker, of Irondequoit, a suburb of 
Rochester, N.Y., who died recently, left a fortune to the 
United States Government and has named President 
Roosevelt sole executor of the will. The Captain served 
with distinction during the Civil War, and always desired 
to better the condition of the various departments of the 
Army and Navy. With this object in view he appointed 
every member of the President’s Cabinet a trustee of the 
fund. The total of the estate left is thought to aggre- 
gate half a million dollars. The will has not been pro- 
bated as yet, but will soon be made public. Captain 
Hooker was a well-known resident of Irondequoit. He 
was Seventy years old and had no relatives, excepting 
thirteen: nephews and nieces. 
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The Twenty-Third Infantry Lantaka, the new weekly 
journal published by enlisted men of the regiment named, 
at Madison Barracks, Sacket Harbor, N.Y., is not only a 
bright, cleanly and interesting little newspaper, but it is 
specially happy in its choice of a name.

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Our attention has been called to the singular disregard 
of the courtesies of the military Service shown by 1 «re 
than one of the institutions of New York in their \,«-\]- 
meant endeavors to do honor to the Army by invitiny to 
their public functions its representatives in New York. 
On more than one occasion the ranking officer of the Ariny 
in New York and his staff have been wholly ignored, and 


this omission is especially noticeable in the case of one of 
the principal clubs of New York, which includes in its 
membership many distinguished soldiers and ex-soldiers 
who are fully informed concerning the Army order of 


rank and precedence. 
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Summing up the results of the investigation thus far 
into the Brownsville affair, the New York Sun says: “Tut 
what shall be said of the remarkable fact, if it be a fact, 
that Brownsville has been able to hold its tongue and 
keep the secret about its attack on Fort Brown on the 
night of Aug. 13? <A conspiracy among a few soldiers to 
conceal their crime is comprehensible; a successful con- 
spiracy of town ruffians to hide the outrage is a tax on 
eredulity. Whoever was guilty of the bloody business, we 
believe the impression is now general that very few of the 


negro soldiers could have been engaged in it, and that the 
great majority of them did not conspire to shield the 
guilty.” 
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Press reports from Washington state that the situation 
in China is regarded with apprehension, and that exira 
efforts will be made in the United States to broaden the 
scope of the movement to find relief for the Chinese. Al- 
ready there have been large sums of money collected and 
dispatched to China, to be used in the purchase of food, 
and the transport Buford will soon sail from San I'ran- 
cisco with a shipload of provisions. A general movement 
throughout the civilized world to aid the sufferers, it is 
believed, will enable the Chinese government to strengilen 
its hands and, possibly, suppress uprising and riots. 
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A question has been raised as to whether under the Me- 
Cumber bill retired soldiers would be entitled to a pension. 
Commissioner V. Warner, of the Bureau of Pensions, un- 


der date of Feb. 28 last, in answer to an inquiry on this 
subject, said: ‘The Act of March 3, 1891, provides ‘that

The 
necessary corrections were made on the retained voucher, 
and it was forwarded to the Auditor for the War De- 
partment with letters of transmittal and new vouchers 
made out to be held as retained copy. Total number of 
Papers made out, twenty-eight; total number of letters 
Sent, two; letters received, one. 

Admitted that it is necessary to have a strict and sys- 
tematic accountability for money expended in the Army: 
but is the present system the best and simplest method 
Possible? ‘Will it stand the test of field service? Can 
Volunteer quartermasters familiarize themselves with 
this intricate system of accountability in a short space 
of time? ‘Will not their usefulness and efficiency be 


greatly impaired to the detriment of the troops with 
which they serve during the time they are endeavoring 
to do so? Should we have a system of accountability in 
time of peace which is absolutely impractical under field 
conditions, which requires a corps of skilled and ex- 
perienced clerks to handle? Does any successful busi- 
ness concern use such a cumbersome and complicated 
system of accountability? Are Army officers more dis- 
honest than the employees of the large business concerns 
of this country? Would anyone of them require the 
making out of twenty-eight separate papers, besides 
other correspondence to account for $3.50? : : 

All changes that have been made seem to simplify 
the work for those who have to look over the papers 
and to increase the work of those who have to make 
them out, namely, the squadron quartermasters, _Tegi- 
mental and post quartermasters. Under field conditions 
the duty of supply will largely fall upon the regimental 
battalion and squadron quartermasters, who will prob- 
ably seldom have skilled or experienced clerks to help 
them, and will consider themselves lucky if they can 
find a man who can write a decent hand and do what he 
is told. Perhaps many times the only paper he will be 
able to get hold of will be a piece of brown wrapping 
paper. Should those men be tied down by a hundred 
and one trivial forms and red tape? The quartermasters 
who accomplish anything will pay little attention to them 
but will run the risk of a court-martial, and stoppage of 
pay. Yet we hear numerous complaints against the 
Quartermaster Department, and the question is often 
asked why this or that is not done. Is it not a wonder 
that they can get anything at all accomplished when 
they have all this red tape to contend with?

FRENCH AND GERMAN TACTICS. 


So long as through an every-day speech in the Paris 
Chamber of Deputies apprehensions can be roused of 
strained relations between France and Germany—as has 
been the case very recently when M. Lefebre, a deputy 
from the Department of the Meuse, complained of al- 
leged unusual activity on the German side of the frontier 
—comparative studies of the French and German armies 
are of more than common interest. An essential part of 


such comparisons consists of an elucidation of the tactics 
adopted respectively by the two armies, whose profound 
divergencies are succinctly demonstrated in Major Dri- 
ant’s latest work entitled ‘““Vers un nouveau Sedan” (to- 
ward a new Sedan). 

At the opening of hostilities the French put in action 
so-called mixed detachments composed of infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery. It is expected that these detachments, 
when commanded by superior officers or generals possessed 
of the particular qualities of acumen-and decision, will 
serve to deceive the enemy as to the distribution of the 
forces before him, to oblige him to deploy prematurely, 
to disquiet his flanks, and by successive assaults upon 
his whole front to procure valuable intelligence. 

The Germans place no value on these detachments be- 
cause of their wanting mobility being hampered as they 
are to the slow motion of the infantry. They rely for the 
stated purposes solely upon their cavalry, which is numer- 
ous, trained to fighting on foot and furnished with mitrail- 
leuses. Dismounted cuirassiers may be all deployed as 
mitrailleuses lying flat on the ground and holding a posi- 
tion which they had been able to occupy before the enemy, 
sufficiently long to compel the latter to make a regular at- 
tack. . 

During the action the French infantry seeks to advance 
carefully from one cover to another, to utilize all hidden 
conduits leading toward the enemy, to accumulate in the 
same great masses of troops thence to be sent forth in 
their proper direction. 

The Germans utilize covers only when found immediate- 
ly within their range; they never deviate from the straight 
course to look for shelter. With them everything is 
sacrificed to the direction which is being observed re- 
markably, and to the object which will never be lost sight 
of. In open territory the French system of breaking 
into small columns in order to escape losses is now 
adopted by the Germans, who frequently advance in long 
and compact chains of tiraillures following each other 
very closely at distances of not more than fifty or one 
hundred yards. 

But it is in the final combat, at the decisive hour, that 
the conceptions of solving the problem most radically 
differ in the two armies. Both methods have for several 
years been hotly discussed without reaching conclusions 
convincing either of the_disputants. Unquestionably, the 
truth lies between the two opinions. Situations will oc- 
cur when the Germans will be obliged to employ French 
tactics in order to compel victory, and vice versa; for in 
war nothing is absolute. : 

In France this axiom prevails: The firing is only the 
means, the forward movement the end. It follows that 
victory can be attained only by the final effort of a shock. 
Without this specifically Napoleonic offensive mode there 
is no decisive result. All that precedes, more or less 
strained fighting at the front, assaults at the wings, 
artillery duels—all these simply constitute the prepara- 
tion for discovering the weak point. This point once 
found, the commander has to throw against it a large 
body of fresh troops not yet unnerved by the excitement 
of the fight. ‘This point carried, the resisting power of 
the enemy is broken, the battle is won. =f ea 

The Germans, on the other hand, say: The firing is all: 
therefcre, find the main position of the enemy, deluge it 
with your superior fire, and it will tumble by itself with- 
out requiring on your part the effort of a costly en- 
counter. Should it resist, nevertheless, maneuver, out- 
flank or envelop it, and as soon as the defenders hear 
your caunon in their rear, you are the winning party. 
Such were the Japanese tactics at Liao-Yang and at Muk- 
den, tactics they had been taught by German instructors. 

‘The Germans place the highest confidence in the su- 
periority of their fire, artillery fire as well as infantry 
fire, although they acknowledge the great value of the 
French cannon at rapid firing. Notably, as to the marks- 
manship of their infantry, they claim that no soldier in 
Europe comes up to their standard, and this is no bluff. 
‘ake, for instance, one of those cases of sentinel attacks 
so frequent at the frontier. Invariably you will notice 
this: in Germany the aggressor is killed on the spot or, 
at least, hit; in France he most always escapes without a 
scratch.

“At the conclusion the generals dismounted and went to 
the bandstand, where they shook hands with Governor 
Magoon and other distinguished guests,

guez, ‘but anybody who fools with them will get hurt.’ 

. “Splendid showing,’ replied Governor Magoon, taking 
off his high hat with a bow and introducing some of his 
party to the officers.

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ARTICLES FOR A FIELD OUTFIT. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Now that the uniforms of the Service are being made 
more and more “serviceable” and conforming to the ac- 
tual field work required by us, I want to tell you about 
two articles that have stood a very severe test for a year 
or more, under all conditions of wear and tear. 

I bought some dark olive drab colored corduroy shirts, 
made like the regulation olive-drab shirt, but opening all 
the way down the front, like a dress shirt. I paid three 
dollars each for them, this being the local price here in 
Montana, where the freight rates are very high; in look- 
ing these shirts up in Marshall-Field’s catalog, I found 
them listed at $1 each, though the shirt shown therein 
may not be as good as the ones I bought here. The 
weight of mine is a trifle heavier than the weight of the 
regulation olive-drah shirt, which seems to me to be the 
preferable weight. 'The present olive-drab shirts are a 
little too light in weight. They are not so heavy as the 
old blue shirts we used to get some ten years ago, and the 
weight of these corduroy shirts of mine just fills the bill. 
These corduroy shirts are very excellent in appéarance, 
and despite constant wear under the olive-drab blouse, 
the wearing qualities have proven superior to either the 
blue shirt or the olive-drab shirt. I believe the shirt 
would be found a superior article for issue, and contrary 
to my expectations, the corduroy did not wear “shiny” 
or “smooth” in spots. The shirts have never faded the 
least bit, not even around the wrist-bands, where they 
are constantly exposed to dirt, varying light, wet, ete. 
They wash excellently well, without shrinkage. 

The other article is a boot; it beats the canvas leggin, 
the puttee, even the regulation cavalry officer’s boot, al- 
though the latter is, of course, very much more dressy 
and desirable for the blue uniform and for dress occa- 
sions, This boot combines a leggin with a marching 
shoe, and to secure it it is only necessary to increase the 
top of the present marching shoe, so that it reaches as 
high as the present cavalry leggin or puttee. This boot 
is made of heavy, oiled leather, and no attempt is made 
to obtain a polish; simply a clean, oiled surface. The 
color is dark tan, similar to the puttee after it has dark- 
ened by wear. The boot laces, with buckskin laces, from 
the usual place at the bottom, clear to the top. At the 
top of the boot is a three-inch leather flap, which buckles 
over the top of the lacing, on the outside of the leg, with 
two small buckles. The sole is half an inch thick, the 
toe broad, heel square and wide, tongue sewn water tight, 
all the way to the top; in other words, a bellows tongue. 
This boot has stood every severe test, in water, mud, 
spow, over mountain trails, in riding, in walking, in 
sleeping out, and when muddy or dirty needs but to be 
washed off in clean water, with an oiling once or twice a 
month. I have found my feet always dry, always easy, 
and the boots in most excellent condition. These boots 
I bought in Oakland, Oal., for nine dollars, and wore 
them there when my cavalry regulation boots wore out 
tramping through sand and dirt during the earthquake. 
I never have found such a strong, comfortable boot for. 
all-around wear and tear, and they seem to me to be an 
ideal boot for. officers and enlisted men when in: the olive- 
drab uniform. At contract price the cost would, of 
course, be lower. The present marching shoe costs $3.12, 
and has to be worn with a leggin, which costs 44 cents, 
or (by officers) a puttee, costing about $7. The combi- 
nation of marching shoe and leggin makes a bulky pack 
around the ankle. The boot I am describing is a fairly 
snug fit about the ankle and entire leg, and at the top 
can be drawn as tight and snug, by means of the lacing, 
as the puttee or canvas leggin. The buckskin lacing is 
fine; the origina] pair are still being used on the boots I 
have, They are, of course, neither colder nor warmer on 
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the feet than the marching shoe. . Their weight has never 
been noticed by me.. They seem to me to be very much 
in keeping with the olive-drab uniform, Their wearing 
strength is remarkable, considering the rough use to 
which they have been put, and the repeated wettings they 
have had to stand, in winter and summer. When they 
get covered with mud, I scrub them off with a broom. 
They have been oiled only three times in one year, the 
original oiling still being well distinguished. They slight- 
ly discolor the sock, because of this—a very minor defect 
when one can get all the clean sccks necessary with any 
shoe. While in San Francisco I met a British cavalry 
officer, who informed me that these boots were almost 
identical with the boots worn in South Africa by the off- 
cers he saw there during the Boer War. He was enthu- 
siastic over them, and all the officers who have seen them 
on me have expressed the hope that they would some day 
he adopted by us. The appearance of the boot is strong, 
shapely, durable and neat, and “strictly business.” 

There is another article which appears to many of us 
to go still further along the line of making our olive-drab 
outfit a perfect one; that is the hat. There is a fine, 
strong, durable and shapely hat worn by the Northwest 
Canadian Mounted Police, which simply fills the bill with 
the olive-drab outfit. It is worn in a peak, has a brim an 
inch wider than the campaign hat, and this brim is made 
very stiff. The peak allows superior drainage when out 
in rain or snow-storm, the brim does not sag and flop 
and take fantastic shapes after short wear, it can be re- 
stiffened by using simple tallow and an iron, it can be 
bought retail in any western town for a price ranging 
from $2.50 to $6, and its color is the same as our cam- 
paign hat. It makes the soldier and officer look more 
natty and clean cut, because its shape is stiff and the 
brim straight. ‘The wider brim shades the face and the 
neck better than the brim of our campaign hat, and it has 
another great advantage—it does not flop first up and 
then down over the eyes, when riding in a wind at an in- 
ereased gait. Anyone who has ridden with a brim doing 
that knows how annoying it is. 
posed to the dust and bright sun, and then your vision is 
shut off entirely as the brim flops down over the face. 

I have been an advocate of these three articles for the 
olive-drab uniform for a long time, and out in this coun- 
try we see so many civilians wearing the hat in question, 
with perfect satisfaction. I have shown these three ar- 
ticles to numerous officers, and all of them have expressed 
the belief that their adoption would perfect our olive-drab 
uniform very much, and make it what it is supposed to be 
—an all-around garrison and field outfit.

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ARMY PAY. 


To THE .EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of March 9, 1907, I notice an article on 
page 751, being an extract from the statements of Captain 
Hagood, A.C., at a hearing on the subject of Army pay, 
before the House Committee on Military Affairs. The 
absurdity and unreasonableness of the statement are so 
glaring that I do not think it should go unchallenged. 
He contends that the higher grade non-commissioned offi- 
cers are better off regarding pay than the lieutenants, 
pointing out that the non-com. has all his pay clear, 
while a lieutenant has a monthly expense of at least $92, 
which leaves him less than the pay of a non-com. Grant- 
ing that his estimate of $92 for the minimum monthly 
expense of a lieutenant is correct, I fail to see how Cap- 
tain Hagood, as an officer of experience, can figure out 
that a non-com. drawing, for instance, $45 per month, has 
that amount clear. The average man lives according to 
his income, and if a lieutenant drawing $125 per month 
has to use $92 of this for ordinary expenses, it is only 
reasonable to suppose that the non-com. drawing $45 
would have the same proportion of ordinary expenses, 
which would be about $32. If Captain Hagood had taken 
one-half the pains he took in figuring out the expense ac- 
count of a lieutenant, in also figuring out the monthly ex- 
penses of the non-coms., he would have come to the 
conclusion very quickly that, if married, they have to 
practise the most rigid economy to make both ends meet. 
The allowance of rations, of which Captain Hagood makes 
so much, amounts in reality to but very little, and it 
costs a married man from $12 to $25 per month, accord- 
ing to size of family, just for food alone. Many articles, 
written by officers, have appeared in the Service journals, 
setting forth the reasons for necessity of increase of Serv- 
ice pay. Among others, the necessity of having to run 
two establishments when going on foreign service, or 
taking the whole family along, which means a large ex- 
pense in either case; the cost of sending children to 
school ; increased cost of clothing, and other commodities 
of living, etc. All these arguments apply equally to the 
higher grade non-coms., for the majority of them have 
families. In changing station the non-com. with a family 
has to bear much heavier expenses than the officer—here 
are the figures: An officer receives seven cents (or a 
transportation request plus four cents) for every mile he 
travels under orders. This is ample to furnish not only 
transportation for himself, but also for at least one mem- 
ber of his family. Up to a short time ago he could also 
secure half rates from the railroads for himself and 
family, and in some instances the mileage was sufficient 
to purchase transportation for four persons. The non- 
com. receives a transportation request and, not being al- 
lowed mileage, has to purchase the tickets for his family 
from his savings; paying always full fare. With excep- 
tion of Service clothing, the enlisted man is, in propor- 
tion to his pay, under expenses just as heavy, if not 
heavier than those of the officer. 

We all know that a raise in pay is badly needed for the 
whole Army; but that the pay of the higher grade non- 
coms., who have to pass difficult examinations, and who 
need an increase just as much as the rest of the Army, 
should be made the budding stone in the argument, is a 
manifest injustice. CADUCEUS.

The latter has no preference over the 
former because he happens to be serving his detail now 
instead of some other time. 

Another point: There are any number of lieutenants 
not serving in the Field Artillery who have had more 
Field Artillery service than the lieutenants at present 
serving in the Field Artillery. The only fair way to 
make the separation is to put all on one list and block 
them off either according to rank or age and take the re- 
quired number from each block according to individual 
preference and previous record.

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TESTING REVOLVERS AND PISTOLS. 
Springfield, Mass., March 22, 1907. 

The Board of Army Officers, for testing revolvers and 
self-loading pistols presented for use as fulfilling the 
requirements of the military service, and further, for 
the purpose of determining whether the design selected 
is a sufficient improvement upon the Service caliber .38 
revolver to justify its adoption, recanvened at the Spring- 
field Armory, March 20. 

Mr. Theodore Bergmann, of Gaggenau, Baden, sub- 
mitted a weapon, as also did the Savage Arms Company, 
of Utica, N.Y. The board spent about three days in 
witnessing the demonstrations made by Mr. Searle, the 
inventor of the self-loading pistol capitalized by the 
Savage Arms Company. On March 23 Mr. Samuel 
Merrill and Mr. J. Chester White, of Boston and Chelsea, 
Mass., will demonstrate what is claimed to be peculiar, 
original and essential in the system known as the “White- 
Merrill automatic pistol.” Mr. William O, Barnes, en- 
gineér-in-chief of the Ross Rifle Company of Quebec, 
Canada, presented the Ross automatic. 

No one weapon presented to this board represents’ all 
the requisites of a modern military pistol fulfilling all of 
the desired requirements of the Service; but the future 
promises the general application of the automatic prin- 
ciple to shoulder arms, beginning with hand firearms. The 
hand-loading revolver has reached its mechanical limit: 
the self-loader, or automatic pistol, is an improvement 
upon the revolver, and is in the line of progressive im- 
provement in the same sense as the first fuse-lighted 
musket placed in the hands of soldiery was followed by 
the flint-lock, which latter was superseded by the per- 
cussion cap muzzle-loader, which last was supplanted by 
a single shooting breech-loader, and the last by the re- 
peater; all of which progressions have been stages of 
mechanical progress. The most efficient hand self-loading 
firearm now in existence is not a fixed quantity in its 
present stage of development, but that is not a reason for 
rejecting the best automatic pistol attainable. It is con- 
ceded that within the next few years there will be de- 
vised a straight feed, self-loader: that is, one in which the 
cartridges are not angle delivered into the chamber, but 
will be delivered in a plane parallel to the axis of the 
barrel. The single-loading Springfield rifle was not dis-

An advantage of an automatic is rapidity of fire: a dis. 
advantage is that the possible rate of fire is greater than 
any possible rate of accurate aim. Another advantage 
is the absence of recoil, the presence of which, in show’ der 
arms, causes gun headache and bruised shoulders; hexce¢ 
flinching. In the days of muzzle-loaders and percussion 
caps, breech-loaders and metallic cartridges were barred 
in certain competitions and denounced by certain mili- 
tary officials, who now decry self-loading firearms for 
like reasons. For the mounted service, the great ad. 
vantage of the automatic is the facility with which it can 
be reloaded when mounted. The use of the automatic 
sporting piece is a matter of taste, the adoption of some 
kind of an automatic military firearm is a matter of 
necessity.

Herein was the basis of the argument as to the rela- 
tive excellence of sword and pistol—the former never 
missed fire, whereas if, when your adversary was five 
yards off, you would be in an awkward position unless 
you had a trusty sword in your right hand and knew how 
to use it. 

It is necessary that every pistol possessor should be 4 
master of the weapon with which he is armed. Fvery 
weapon with which an officer or enlisted man is armed 
should be the best of its kind. The self-loading pistol 
cartridged with a rimless case will supersede revolver 
of every kind. 

The sword died hard, chivalry and custom favored the 
retention of a weapon now a mere emblem of authority— 
useless when its possessor is out of range. 

It is a pity that American mechanical inventors are 
justified in saying that if government will once decide 
what kind of automatic self-loader is to be used, they will 
find no difficulty in making the best possible article of its 
kind, but that none are justified in wasting brains and 
means in insuring the success of an offensive weapol 
until the government decides upon the self-loading sy* 
tem, the semi-automatic system, the method of action or 
the retention of the revolver loaded by hand automatic 
only in its cartridge ejection method. 3 

When both pistol and ammunition are made according 
to government specifications, no blame attaches to makers 
where unsatisfactory results follow. If government gives 
professional pistol makers carte blanche and tells. them to 
produce the most accurate and strongest man-killing hand 
weapon in the world, they might produce their ow) am 
munition and their own arm of, say, caliber .45, and the 
trial would demonstrate fitness or unfitness for our mili 
tary service.

But are we ready to take the 
plunge, rejecting the Mauser type, also the Colt type in- 
vented by Browning, and trying instead of the present 
Savage-Searle type, an automatic that will not feed into 
the chamber from the butt—hence at an angle—but feed 
straight into the chamber along a plane parallel to the 
axis of the bore?

in addition to those named above include the following 
automatics that have been tested, or are being tested, by 
ofkcers of the U.S. Army, represented by the board now 
in session at the Springfield Armory, viz., Colt, Savage- 
Searle, Knobel. Ross, Webley-Fosberry. The latter is a 
revolver converted into an automatic. Hundreds of ball 
cariridges are fired from each and every one of these 
pisiols. A stenographer is in attendance and notations 
made immediately of every fact, failure, fault or failure 
to function of every arm, whether due to the arm itself 
or (he ammunition with which it is furnished. The work 
cf (he board is extending into a test’ of ammunition as 
well as of pistol or revolver. It is believed that the board 
will recommend for trial, or for adoption for the U.S. 
Army, of a system of pistol or revolver which will prove 
to be an improvement upon any of the hand arms now in 
use, or heretofore tested by this or any other nation. 

Three or four American names will be inseparably con- 
necied with the development of self-loading hand firearms 
of projection, viz., Maxim, Browning, Searle, Knobel, 
and White. Hiram Maxim’s peculiarly constructed 
toggle-joint lever mechanism constitutes the most im- 
portant feature of the Groug Luger-Parabellum self- 
loader, the breech mechanism of which corresponds in 
principle with that of the world-famous Maxim gun. 

Join M. Browning’s patent was bought by the Colt 
Patent Firearms Manufacturing Company. In advertising 
the arm, the words “Browning’s patent” follow the name 
of the Colt self-loader—or, as it is miscalled, “automatic. ’ 
The action of this arm requires that the trigger must be 
pulled in order to fire each shot. Mr, Browning resides in 
Ogden, Utah, He is reputed to be a man of wealth. 
Elbert Hamilton Searle lives at No. 50 Madison avenue, 
Springfield, Mass. He has been a metal-man most of his 
life: was employed for some years by the Smith and Wes- 
son Arms Company, of Utica, N.Y. He has been backed 
by the Savage Arms Co., of Utiea, N.Y., and says that he 
can and will produce a self-loader, rotating barrel, the 
chambers of which will be straight fed from the magazine. 
Josep Chester White lives at 76 Tudor street, Chelsea, 
Mass. W. B. Knobel hails from Tacoma. 

lt is generally understood that the Army board of 
pistols and revolvers had eliminated the arms presented 
to if for test and trial down to three self-loaders and two 
revolvers. ‘These automatic pistols are the Savage-Searle, 
The revolvers 
are the Colt, caliber .45, and the Smith and Wesson, cali- 
ber .45. Of course the findings of the board will not 
be made known until its recommendations have been re- 
duced to writing and submitted to the authority convening 
it. When the report of the board is received in Washing- 
ton, it is probable that the Chief of Ordnance will pass 
upon it, after which it will be referred to the Board of 
Fortification and Ordnance, It is not a violent presump- 
tion, however, to assume that the recommendations of the 
board now in session in Springfield will be approved of, 
and, further, that action recommended by it will be ap- 
proved by Secretary of War. 

The board did not have an opportunity to exploit the 
Ross automatic pistol. It didn’t appear at all, although 
up to March 28 the board was ready to pass judgment 
upon the self-loader. A photograph of the automatic ex- 
tension view only was sent but no drawings of the 
weapon, ot description of its original, peculiar, essential 
or other features was sent as per announced intent of the 
engineer-in-chief, Mr. William D. Barnes. 

‘The non-appearance of the product of the Ross Rifle 
Co. of Quebee which had been proffered caused some com- 
ment. No explanation of its absence has been made. 

The procesdings of the board were sufficiently public for 
interested parties té note that certain automatic pistols, 
and one automatic revolver (the English Webley-Fosberg 
converted), did not occupy the time and attention of the 
board after the first sessions. 

Representatives of arms entered for competitive trial 
were heard commenting on the non-entry, in blank, of the 
Knoble automatic, the White-Merrill self-loader, the 
Bergmann recoil loader and, finally, the Luger. Competi- 
tors also noted that Mr. Elbert Hamilton Searle, whose 
hand self-loader is made by the Savage Arms Co., of 
Utica; also Mr. John Moses Browning, whose automatic 
is made hy the Colt Co., of Hartford, were not told by the 
hoard that the board was through with them, also with 
their products, : 

Spectators draw inferences although boards feel, of 
course, that the authority convening the board should, for 
professional reasons, be the first to whom findings are 
made“known. No member of this board felt when it or- 
ganized that commercial cartridges were equal in desired 
qualities of reliability to Frankford Arsenal-made ammu- 
nition, Rifle cartridges made at the F.A. are unsurpassed 
by any commercial ammunition made fittcd for the shoul- 
der-arm., It may be that this assertion is true as regards 
F.A.-madé revolver ammunition. 

‘The Frankford Arsenal folks haven’t made many car- 
tridges for automatic hand arms, whereas our commercial 
makers and German makers have had prolonged experi- 
ence, "The board started in using F.A. cartridges exclu- 
sively for automatic arms, but the tolerances were too lib- 
eraliy construed: the protests from both sides of the At- 
lantic were vigorous, incessant, and authority was ob- 
tained to test pistols and revolvers with any kind of car- 
tridges coming within the requirements and specifications. 

Che conclusive inference on the part of the outside in- 
terested parties was that the Government automatic pistol 
cartridges did not function as well as those made by 
‘ricgeport manufacturers and other firms in Lowell and 
Germany or other places. 

The automatic system does not need any more advo- 
cates, All that is now required is the test of field ser- 
vice. Someone will devise a straight-into-the-chamber- 
feed instead of the niagazine angle-feed system now the 
feature of every known self-loading hand weapon. When 
the active service test has been had, good-by to revolvers! 
The board has amongst its members officers who are not 
foolish enough to believe that the way to test a strange 
Weapon is to issue a few to a troop or company, the re- 
mainder of the company heing equipped with the familiar 
type weapons. It’s straight common sense that officers 
should first be familiar with new systems, acquiring apt- 
Ness in instructing others: then the organization can be 
taught and, by depriving the organization of the obsolete 
type, time, service, and proper duty discharge, assiduity 
Will develop whether or not the strange weapon is one 
fulfilling the Service requirements. When completed the 
experiments with hand ‘arms now in progress will be the

The Bureau of Labor is investigating complaints con- 
cerning violations of the Federal eight-hour law. In this 
connection the Secretary of War directs that officers and 
representatives of the Engineer Department will furnish 
“to any duly accredited agent of the Bureau of Labor in 
connection with any special case he is called upon to in- 
vestigate, any information he may request dealing with 
the hours of employment of civilian employees on public 
works under their supervision, will give such agent access 
to pay rolls and similar records, and will co-operate with 
him in the work of investigating complaints alleging viola- 
tion of the eight-hour law. Secretary Taft before leaving 
on his tour of the Isthmus issued the following memoran- 
dum relating to the application of the eight-hour law to 
employees (civilian) of the Army: “I have received a call 
from the Commissioner of Labor and the heads of certain 
bridge workers’ unions in reference to the application of 
the eight-hour law to the dredging done directly by the 
Government and under the control and supervision of the 
engineering bureau of this Department. I am also in- 
formed that the Attorney General has in effect taken the 
position and that the attitude of the Government in court 
is that the men engaged in dredging on the steam dredges 
are within the operation of the law and should not work 
for more than one shift of eight hours a day. I am also 
advised that this question is pending in the Supreme 
Court on appeal from the decision of a Massachusetts 
Federal court. Commissioner Neill thinks that it is an 
inconsistent position for the Government to occupy to 
have men under its control and direction work under a 
theory of the law at variance with that which it has 
taken before the courts and which has been sustained by 
certain of the lower courts already. In this view I con- 
cur, and you are therefore directed to order your subor- 
dinate officers having in charge men working upon 
dredges to work all employees whose duties are in effect 
those of mechanics and laborers but eight hours a day 
until the Supreme Court shall otherwise decide, if it does 
so decide.’’ 
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General Murray, Chief of Artillery, is very much en- 
couraged by the replies to his circulars to the Governors 
on the subject of joint encampment. The Governor of 
California accepts and asks that provisions be made for 
the participation of all of the fifty-two militia infantry 
companies in the state, instead of the 37 the War De- 
partment had proposed to entertain. General Murray has 
replied, proposing that the fifteen additional companies be 
encamped by the state at its own expense in the neighbor- 
hood of the three posts named, Rosecrans, Miley, Winfield 
Scott and Baker, when they will be given an opportunity 
to take some part in the joint movements of the Regulars 
and the Militia. He also sent a similar communication 
to the Governor of Connecticut, which state asked him to 
provide for thirty-nine companies, whereas he had accom- 
modations for only fourteen companies, The post com- 
manders in Connecticut and in California will be instruct- 
ed to prepare programs for the joint drills that will afford 
ample employment for the surplus militia companies if 
they care to accept the suggestion to encamp near the 
posts. Last fall’s Gulf cyclone having made all the sea- 
coast defenses in Louisiana and Alabama uninhabitable 
for any considerable number of men, and the nearest forts 
in Florida being too distant, the Chief of Artillery has 
heen obliged to decline the request of the Governor of 
Texas that the militia of that state be allowed to join the 
troops of some other state to get the benefit of the joint 
drills with Regulars,

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Mr, Andrew Carnegie, who is called the father of the 
Military Telegraph Corps, attended a dinner given by 
that organization at the Hotel Manhattan, New York, 
on the evening of March 29, and made a highly interest- 
ing address. Mr. Carnegie was deeply moved when 
David Homer Bates, the toastmaster, read despatches— 
one to Mr. Carnegie, who was then a superintendent of 
telegraph on the Pennsylvania Railroad—in which the 
Government asked that four operators be sent to Wash- 
ington as the nucleus of the corps, and his message in 
reply, assigning the men. His voice broke and tears 
came to his eyes when he said that he was proud of 
what he had been able to do toward the preservation of 
the Union. He told how recently while talking to the 
President, he had said: “They call me a man of peace, 
but I'll fight for it any day. I was the third man who 
shed his blood in the Civil War.” Mr. Carnegie ex- 
plained how, while on his way to Washington to organize 
the military telegraph corps, he had stopped the train 
to repair a line. One of the wires whipped across his 
face and cut it badly. “I told Secretary Long, of the 
Navy Department some years ago,” he said, “that. I 
was entitled to a pension. ‘Yes,’ he replied, ‘it is quite 
evident you can’t make a living’.” 
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Lieut. George Carson Lawrason, who was in command 
of Co. B, 25th Inf., on the night of the raid in Browns- 
ville, Texas, was on the stand nearly all day, March 27, 
before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. On 
practically all material points his testimony corroborated 
that given by commanding officers and the men of Cos. 
C and D. He examined bullets taken from the walls of 
houses in Brownsville, but could not say whether they 
had been fired from the Springfield rifles, with which the 
25th Infantry was equipped, or from Krag-Jorgenson 
cartridges by Krag rifles or carbines. Senator Foraker 
asked the witness if the men could have cleaned their guns 
while stationed along the wall, Lawrason thought this 
would have been impossible, as they had no equipment 
except that in the butts of their guns, which he con- 
sidered inadequate for the cleaning of guns for inspection 
if the guns had been fired. All of the guns, the witness 
said, were inspected the following morning when drill 
call was sounded, and the ammunition was inspected as 
well. Lieutenant Lawrason told the committee that he 
satisfied himself that no guns of his company had been 
used the night before, and that the men had all of their 
ammunition. 


From present indications the Regular Army will furnish 
more than its share of entries for the Military Athletic 
League carnival, which wilte held April 5 and 6, in the 
13th Regiment armory, Brooklyn, N.Y. The thirty odd 
entries thus far received seem to indicate that the wall- 
sealing contest will be the best event of the evening. The 
men from the Regular Army appear to. have a preference 
for this specialty, and from their actual experience should 
be able to show the militiamen a few points in the game.

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Pvt. Charles W. Whiting, 49th Co., Coast Art., found 
guilty of drunkenness on duty, leaving post, and conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline, was 
sentenced to be dishonorably discharged, forfeiting all pay 
and allowances and to be confined at hard labor for one 
year. General Grant, commanding the Department of the 
Kast, in reviewing the proceedings, says: “The accused 
pleaded guilty to being drunk on guard and of quitting 
guard, and then being sworn at his own request, denies 
all knowledge of those acts to which he has pleaded guilty. 
A plea of not guilty should have been entered in accord- 
ance with instructions contained in paragraph 5, page 32 
of the Manual for Courts-Martial, 1905, and evidence 
should have been presented by the prosecution. So far as 
the record in this case shows, it does not appear that 
either the judge advocate or any member of the court 
seemed to know that such action was necessary. If the 
evidence given by the accused was correct, then he should 
not have been placed on guard. The sentence was disap- 
proved March 12, 1907. Private Whiting will be released 
from confinement and restored to duty.” 
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We publish under our Army heading this week the fiud- 
ings of the G.C.M, in the case of Capt. Charles S. Haight, 
oth U.S. Cav. In this case the charges were not preferred 
by the post commander. He stated positively that he saw 
no ground for the charges and did not believe they were 
warranted. The charges were preferred by a lieutenant 
against whom Captain Haight had himself previously pre- 
ferred charges and trial was ordered without the post com- 
mander having acted upon them. This is an unusual pro- 
ceeding, We are informed that the finding upon the charge 
of “conduct unbecoming,” ete., was based, not upon the 
principal accusation, but upon the indiscretion of Captain 
Haight in writing a letter concerning the matter without 
proper authority. The testimony of Mrs. Haight, which 
would have confirmed that of her husband, was excluded 
under the common law rule of evidence which forbids a 
wife from giving testimony in a case where her husband is 
on trial. 
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The Signal Corps of the Army is planning to make a 
balloon ascension about May 1 next. One of the balloons 
recently purchased for the corps will be employed and ‘the 
flight will be made inland from Washington. It is preb- 
able that Capt. Charles deF. Chandler will superintend 
the flight and it is hoped that it will be of several days’ 
duration. The purpose of the flight is to train the officers 
ef the corps in aerial navigation rather than in observa- 
tion, as in the case of captive balloons, and latitude in the 
date of the ascension will be given in order that it may 
rise under the most favorable conditions.

It is practically decided that none of the three fourteen- 
inch guns for coast defense will be of the wire-wound 
type. This decision is based on the fact that many kinds 
of such guns exist, the value of all of which is consid- 
ered doubtful, while the value of a jacketed gun has been 
proven. It is pointed out that to test each variety of 
wire-wound guns would occupy too great an extent of 
time, and probably cause an endless dissension and con- 
troversy, delaying the purpose of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, which is to equip the coast defenses as rapidly as 
possible.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


First Lieut. William R. Harrison, Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
who has been retired as captain to date from Jan. 25, 
1907, on account of disability resulting from wounds re- 
ceived in action, and who was found physically disquali- 
fied for the duties of captain on account of the disability 
incurred, was born in Nebraska, June 8, 1866. He is a 
graduate of the high school aad grammar school, Buffalo, 
N.Y., and holds the degree of LL.B. and LL.M., National 
University, 1894-1896. He was a second lieutenant in the 
Ist District of Columbia Infantry, May 10, 1898, and in 
August, 1899, was appointed second lieutenant in the 47th 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry, Aug. 17, 1899, serving with the 
regiment in the Philippines until it was mustered out in 
July, 1901. He joined the Army as a private in the 23d 
Infantry, April 15, 1884, and was appointed a first lieu- 
tenant in the Artillery Corps, Aug. 22, 1901. 

Capt. John P. Merrell, U.S.N., who is promoted rear 
admiral to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Rear 
Admiral Beajamin F. Tilley, was born in New York, and 
entered the U.S. Naval Academy July 20, 1863, and was 
graduated in 1867. He served on the Ticonderoga and 
the Franklin in the European Squadron, and also on the 
Plymouth until Aprii, 1870, having been promoted an en- 
sign in 1868 and master in 1870. He was assigned to 
signal duty in Washington in May, 1870, for several 
‘months, and was on the “Guard,” which took part in the 
Darien expedition in July of that year. From 1872 until 
1875 he was on torpedo duty, was on the Swatara in the 
North Atlantic Fleet from 1875 until 1877, and was then 
given charge of the naval ordnance proving grounds, re- 
maining on that duty until 1879. He was promoted a lieu- 
tenant in 1871, lieutenant commander in 1888, commander 
in 1896, and captain in 1901. He was an instructor at 
the Naval Academy from 1882 until 1887, and returned to 
the Academy in 1899, remaining until 1893. After that 
duty he was assigned to the Baltimore on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, later being on the staff of the commander-in-chief 
of the Asiatic Fleet. From October, 1895, until March, 
1896, he was on special duty as a member of a commis- 
sion sent by the State Department to Chengtu, China, 
to investigate anti-foreign riots in the Province of 
Szechuan. Commander Merrell was on the staff at the 
War College for the first five months in 1898, and was 
then assigned to the Scipio, and later to the Glacier of 
the North Atlantic Fleet. Other assignments included 
duty at the New York Yard as equipment officer, com- 
mand of the Montgomery, equipment officer at the Nor- 
folk Yard in 1900, commandant of the New Orleans sta- 
tion from 1901 until 190%, and the command of the Oregon 
in 1904 in the Asiatic Fleet, and president of the Naval 
War College, Newport, R.I. He will retire for age Sept.

Capt. Frederick L. Palmer, 17th U.S. Inf., who has 
been found incapacitated for promotion and has been re- 
tired with the rank of major, was born in Georgia, May 
§, 1863, and was graduated from West Point as a second 
lieutenant in 1884 and assigned to the 21st Infantry.

In the third of his series of articles in the Atlantic 
Monthly, entitled “The Spirit of Old West Point,” Morris 
Schaff has this to say of the late Professor P. S. Michie: 

“The next year Michie, of Ohio, the late professor of 
philosophy, and for many years dean of the faculty, de- 
livered the address, which in its preparation he submitted 
to me; and I thought it was a great deal better than mine 
(on the Fourth of July Schaff having delivered it the year 
before). There was a youth whom Nature, having in 
mind the prolongation of ideals, fashioned lovingly. In 
her abundance she did not moula Michie, either in figure 
or bearing, of the distinctly soldierly type; but in his per- 
sonality she put an immediate and permanent charm. His 
laugh she made so natural and infectious that the day he 
arrived Custer gathered a crowd of us around him by ex- 
claiming, ‘Fellows, come here and hear my fellow states- 
man laugh.’ This anecdote will recall to many men and 
women the naturally agreeable and sunny-hearted Michie, 
for his acquaintance was wide. His laugh, I am sure, 
will be heard again, and recollection will bring back hours 
which he imbued with the charm of his candor, his schol- 
arship, his boyishness, and an indefinable something which 
diffused sunlight over all the world. 

“While a professor, by bringing the Military Academy 
into cordial relations with men of influence and station, 
with the business, educational, and social world, he ren- 
dered the institution a great service and threw a luster 
both over West Point and over the career of the Army 
officer as well. In another direction, not only at West 
Point, but elsewhere, he rendered a like, if not a greaier 
service to the country and his generation; namely, by 
checking that pride and tendency to militarism which nat- 
urally followed the victory of the North over the South. 
Turing the war he was breveted repeatedly for daring con- 
duct and most creditable services—a brigadier general 
within a year after graduating; but the war had barely 
ended before he began his sweet mission by holding out 
the hand of charity and friendship and hearty good will 
to all Southern graduates who had joined the Confeder- 
acy. No one in the Army deserves more credit than he 
for healing the wounds and knitting back the old sweet 
ties. First Grant at Appomattox, then Bartlett at Lex- 
ington, then Michie at West Point—these three, should 
Peace ever wish to honor her temple, would be at the very 
head of her great stairway. In the freshness of his in- 
tellectual height and his natural and fascinating simplic- 
ity, in his courage, purity, and honor, he came near being 
the incarnation of the Academy’s ideals. And now, in the 
joyful expectancy of that other world, whose reality he 
never doubted and of whose glories he loved to talk, he 
lies out in the beautiful West Point cemetery, and I can- 
_ _ think that the Spirit of West Point watches over 
is clay.”

1907. Colonel Taylor was born in the District of (o!um- 
bia, Aug. 31, 1847. He was appointed a cadet at the 
Military Academy at West Point, July 1, 1865; was grad- 
uated June 15, 1869, and appointed a second lieuten:nt in 
the 1st Artillery; was appointed a first lieutenant in the 
Ordnance Department, Noy. 1, 1874, in which he was 
successively promoted, reaching the grade of colonel, Nov. 
12, 1906. The five years following his second prowvtion 
he spent at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., and at the c! 
that period he was assigned to duty as aide-de-cam) 
the staff of Major General John Pope, commanding the 
Department of California, with headquarters at Sau Fran- 
cisco. He remained on the Pacific coast until 1886. when 
he was assigned to special duty in the office of the 
Secretary of War. Six years later he was_ laced 
in charge of the Springfield (Ill.) Arsenal, and in 1899 
was transferred to the Augusta (Ga.) Armory. From 
that time forward until 1905 he was successively ! 
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charge of the Government arsenals. at Kennebec, Me. ; 
Rock Island, Ill, and Watervliet, N.Y. In 1905 he was 
assigned to-duty in Chicago as Chief Ordnance Officer 
of the Department of the Lakes, and the year following 
was advanced: to the rank of colonel, the rank he held at 
the time of his death. Colonel Taylor was one of the 
ablest and most popular officers of the Army. He was 
the son of Frank Taylor, a_ one-time merchant of Wash- 
ington, and a brother of the late Rear Admiral H. C. Tay- 
jor, U.S.N. His health, it appears, had been failing for 
some months past. The remains were interred at Arling- 
ton Cemetery, March 28, with full military honors.

clothes from a soldier. The successful result of the trial 
In this case which, I believe, is the first one of that class 
of cases ever tried in this district, was, without doubt. due 
to your efforts in carefully perfecting all the details of the 
gidence before the case was presented to the United 
“tates attorney’s office. Indeed, if you had been working 
under the express instructions of the United States attor- 
ney. you could not have been more successful in obtaining 
such clear proofs of guilty knowledge on the part of the 
above defendants,”

Francis 
Scott Key, going on board the British flagship under a 
flag of truce, was detained on board throughout a night of 
fighting, and while on board was inspired to write that 
most beautiful song, ‘The Star Spangled Banner,’ the fin- 
est song ever composed by man.” The following were the 
committee in charge of the ball: A. Muehlhause, chair- 
man; John C. Knox, assistant; Webster, Watson, Bla- 
lock, Alexander, Welch, Hurley. 

“Now that Col. William H. Heuer, U.S.A., has re- 
tired,” writes a correspondent of the San Francisco Call, 
“IT am at liberty to tell the story of how that officer de- 
feated the cherished plan of the Southern Pacific to secure 
permission from the Secretary of War to build a pile 
bridge across Carquinez Straits. It was at the time that 
Secretary Taft was starting on his trip to the Orient with 
the Alice Roosevelt party that the campaign of the rail- 
road was set in operation. When the party reached Chi- 
cago on its way to the coast, R. P. Schwerin appeared on 
the scene in Harriman’s private car, which he ordered 
coupled on to Taft’s car. This was done without exciting 
comment in the press at the time. From Chicago to Be- 
nicia Schwerin traveled with the Secretary of War, busy 
in expaining to him the necessity of the bridge from the 
railroad standpoint. ‘Taft telegraphed to Colonel Heuer 
to meet him at Benicia, and when the division engineer 
reported to his chief on the very ground where. the pro- 
posed bridge was to be built he found him thoroughly con- 
vineed that he should allow the railroad to proceed to ob- 
struct the river with a bridge which would have made 
navigation extremely hazardous. The argument that 
reached from Chicago to the coast had taken, so to speak. 
Later the railroad officials gave a banquet at the St. Fran- 
cis, after which the Secretary made a statement to the 
press that he was prepared to allow the Southern Pacific, 
like Caesar, to build the bridge. But the Colonel was te- 
nacious. He had an interview with Taft, during. the 
course of which he alluded to his report on the matter, 
which he had sent on to Washington several weeks before. 
Taft expressed surprise that he had never seen the docu- 
ment, and the Colonel agreed to furnish him with a type- 
written copy before his steamer sailed. Just why and how 
the original had not reached the Secretary’s desk The In- 
sider cannot state, but on his voyage to the Orient Taft 
read the typewritten copy in which the people’s side of the 
contention was strongly set forth, and began to see the 
matter in a different light than he had on the trip from 
Chicago, while Schwerin’s private car was coupled to his 
train. The railroad’s request was denied and the great- 
est monument to Colonel Heuer’s years of service on this 
coast is the unobstructed navigation of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers.”

G.O. 57, MARCH 20, 1907, WAR DEPT. 


Amends the regulations published in G.0. No. 200, Dev. 14, 
1906, and Par. VIII, G.O. No. 55, March 24, 1904, WI). re- 
garding the examination and appointment of persons in civil 
life to be second lieutenants in the Army and the examination 
of lieutenants of the Army for transfer to the Artillery Corps. 
We make the following extracts from the amended order: 

Only such vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant in 
the line of the Army as exist on July 1. of each year, and not 
required for qualified enlisted candidates, are available for the 


appointment of civilians. In any year when such vacancies 
are available they may be filled— 

First. By the appointment of honor graduates of institu 
tions of learning at which officers of the Army are detailed as 
professors of military science and tactics, whose students 
have exhibited the greatest application and proficiency in mili- 


tary training and knowledge, not to exceed six for any one 
year. 

Second. By the appointment of such civilian applicints a8 
may be designated by the President and may pass tlic pre 


scribed competitive examination. 


Third. In the Coast Artillery such vacancies may «so be 
filled by the appointment of such graduate mechanir:'. elec 
trical, or civil engineers of the universities, colleges, 0: tech 
nical schools of the country as may be designated by t! Wat 
agi and may pass the prescribed competitive ° amin 
ion. 

No person shall be examined unless he has a letter from 


the War Department authorizing his examination. 

If the candidate has been graduated at an institution where 
he received military instruction he must present a di)!oma oF 
a recommendation from the faculty of the institution. 

If a member of the National Guard he must prese: 
mendations from the proper National Guard authoritics. 

f a graduate mechanical, electrical or civil engineer " must 
present a diploma of graduation as such from the ins(itution 
at which he was graduated. 

No candidate will be examined who is married, or under 
twenty-one or over twenty-seven years of age, who is not 4 
citizen of the United States; who is net physically © ialified 
to discharge all the duties of an officer in active service; Whe 
has any deformity of body or mental infirmity, or whose moral 
habits are bad.

FUEL FOR OFFICERS. 


G.0. 61, MARCH 22, 1907, WAR DEPT. 
1059, 1060, 1062, 1063 and 








1046. Fuel will only be issued or sold to an officer upon his 
certificate that it is for his personal or family use; any sale, 
exchange, or transfer whatever of fuel issued or sold to an 
officer under this paragraph is forbidden. 

1049. Fuel issued to officers or troops is public property. 


Any portion not consumed by them will be returned to the 
quartermaster and taken up on his return. 
1059. Mineral oil will be supplied for lamps and oil lanterns 


and issued in quantities as follows: For lamps for exterior 
and interior illumination at the rate, per burner, of four 
ounces avoirdupois for each hour of authorized illumination 
for lamps using wicks of about one inch and a half in diam- 
eter, three ounces per hour for lamps using wicks of about one 
inch in diameter, and two ounces per hour for lamps with 
smaller wicks. For all oil lanterns, such quantities as the 
commanding officer may order and certify as necessary. No 
volatile oils, except those authorized and supplied by the 
supply departments, will be used at military posts without the 
authority of the commanding general of the department in 
which the post is located. 

1060. Where quarters are lighted by mineral oil, the Quar- 
termaster’s Department will allow to each officer and to each 
non-commissioned officer entitled to and occupying separate 
quarters one lamp for each authorized room. For each lamp 
one wick and one chimney per quarter will be allowed. From 
Sept. i io April 30, four gallons of mineral oil per month 
will be allowed for each authorized room. From May 1 to 
Aug. “1, three gallons of mineral oil per month for each au- 
thorized room will be allowed. The oil allowance may be 
considered accumulative within the fiseal year, provided that 
the accumulated allowance shall at no time be exceeded. An 
officer ‘upying as quarters a number of rooms less than his 
authorized allowance will be entitled to mineral oil for such 
number of rooms only as he actually occupies. Officers of the 
Army, contraet and dental surgeons, and veterinarians may 
buy from the Quartermaster’s Department, at contract prices, 
such moderaté quantity of mineral oil, lamps, wicks and 
chimneys as they may need in the rooms occupied by them- 
selves and families as quarters, in excess of the allowance set 
forth in Par.

This allow- 
ance may be considered accumulative within a fiscal year, 
provided that the accumulated allowance shall at no time be 
exceeded. For any additional fuel the officer will pay con- 
tract price, payment to be made at the time of sale. Where 
an officer or non-commissioned officer is occuying quarters 
other than public, not heated by a separate plant, or for 
which it is impracticable to furnish fuel in kind, the Quar- 
termaster’s Department will pay the owner or authorized agent 
of such quarters for the heat at a rate of $4 per cord for 
the fuel allowance for the number of rooms to which the 
rank of the officer or non-commissioned officer entitles him as 
set forth in the table of allowances, Par. 1051. 

1044, The Quartermaster’s Department may issue or sell 
fuel in accordance with the preceding paragraph to contract 
or dental surgeons and veterinarians and to families of officers 
who are temporarily absent, or who are on duty abroad or in 
Alaska, on a written certificate of the officer that the amount 
of his allowance covered by the certificate will not be other- 
wise drawn by him. Officers on sick leave, or under sentence 
of suspension from duty on reduced pay when absent from 
their proper stations, are not entitled to this privilege. Fuel 
may be sold to retired officers at cost to the Government de- 
livered, when they reside at places where it can be done con- 
veniently. 

1048. An officer may draw from the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment a reasonable quantity of fuel in kindling wood, which 
will be issued on the basis of its equivalent in oak wood.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 64, MARCH 25, 1907, WAR DEPT. 

I. Pars. 586 and 587, Army Regulations, are amended to 
read as follows: : : ‘ : 

586. Public moneys, subject to disbursement, coming into 
the hands of an officer from any source will be promptly placed 
by him to his credit with the treasurer or with an assistant 
treasurer of the United States, or with a duly designated de- 
pository, or else transferred to a disbursing officer of that 
branch of the public service to which the money pertains, 
obtaining a receipt in each instance. Exceptions to this rule 
are allowed in the cases and to the extent authorized by Par. 
587, and in cases where officers have been specially authorized 
by the Secretary of War, when stationed on the extreme fron- 
tier or at places far remote from depositories, to keep, at their 
own risk, such moneys as may be entrusted to them for dis- 
bursement; moneys in hand may be disbursed at once with- 
out being placed in depositories, if payments are due. 

587. Reeruiting officers and officers doing subsistence duty 
at posts or independent stations are authorized to keep on 
hand, at their own risk, moneys pertaining to the appropria- 
tion “Subsistence of the Army” in such restricted amounts 
as may be necessary for facilitating payments of small amounts 
to public creditors. # ae 

When it becomes necessary to draw a check for obtaining 
subsistence funds to be kept in personal possession, the officer 
will draw it in his own favor and enter nnder the heading 
thereon, “Object for which drawn,” or “On account of,” the 
following; “To hold funds in personal possession under A.R, 


587." Such checks will not be stated to be for “payments 
under $20.” 
II. The following is added after Sec. 4, Par. 1221, Army 


Regulations: 
5. EMERGENCY RATION. 

To be furnished, in addition to the regular ration, ps required 
for troops on active campaign or in the field for purposes of 
instruction, and not to be opened except by order of an officer 
or in extremity, nor used when regular rations are obtainable. 
except one day in each alternate month of the season of prae- 
tical instruction, not exceeding three days in each year, when 
its use, to the exclusion of the regular ration, will be required 
by all troops in the field for purposes of instruction. Ration. re- 
turns upon which emergency rations are drawn will bear the 
certificate of the organization commander that such rations are 
required for the enlisted men of his organization, and that the 
money value of any rations previously drawn by him and’ im- 
properly opened or lost has been charged against the person 
responsible. 

Company and detachment commanders are responsible for 
the proper care and use of emergency rations carried on the 
person of the soldier. 

III. Pars. 588 and 1223, Army Regulations, are rescinded. 


IV. Par. 1278, Army Regulations, is amended to read as 
follows: 
1278. The price at which subsistence stores may be trans- 


ferred, or sold to officers and enlisted men, is the invoice price 
of the last lot of the same variety of subsistence stores received 
by the officer making the sale or transfer, prior to the first 
day of the month in which the sale or transfer is made; but 
(1) the prices at a post or depot or at the office of a purchas- 
ing commissary will not be affected by transfers thereto from 
military posts or stations about to be abandoned; (2) stores 
purchased at a military post or station will be sold at and in- 
voiced therefrom at the purchase price; (3) if two or more 
lots of the same variety of article are received on one invoice, 
or on the same date at different prices, the unit price to gov- 
ern’ will be determined by dividing the total value of such 
lots by the total quantity of the same; (4) the equalization of 
prices among several varieties of the same article is not au- 
thorized, as in the case of several kinds of smoking tobacco. 
cigars, erackers, ete.; (5) if a commissary who has received 
an invoice of stores during the current month is relieved before 
the end of that month, he will invoice to his successor the 
stores so received at their actual invoice price, although the cur- 
rent selling price of such stores will continue util the begin- 
ning of the next month. On the first day of each month a 
price list will be prepared at each station where sales are made, 
one copy to be furnished to the commanding officer and .one to 
be posted in the salesroom.

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.0. 9, MARCH 9, 1907, DEPT. OF COLORADO. 
Capt. Charles 8. Haight, 5th U.S. Cav., having been tried by 
a G.C.M. at Fort Douglas, Utah, and found not guilty of eon- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman in violation of the 
61st A.W. (21 specifications), but guilty of conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline in violation of 
the 62d A.W., was sentenced “To be reprimanded in. orders 
by the reviewing authority.” : 
Owing to the testimony being of such a nature that the trial 
was held “closed to the public,” it is inadvisable to review this 
ease in full. It is evident, however, that the court gave more 
weight to the unsupported sworn statement of the accused than 
to the corroborated evidence of the chief wit:.ess for the prose- 
eution. The case having been returned to the court for recon- 
sideration, it adhered to its original findings. The accused was 
found not guilty of the fourth, sixth, and ninth specifications 
and these findings are approved. To the finding ef guilty of the 
thirteenth, sixteenth and sev th specifications, as modified, 
and the finding of not guilty of the other specifications the 
reviewing authority cannot give the sanction of his approval 
and they are therefore disapproved. The sentence is also. 
disapproved. Captain Haight has been released from arrest 
and restored to duty.

Charge II.—‘‘Conduct prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War.’’ 

The two specifications under this charge are exactly the 
same as those under the first charge. 

Findings. ° 

Charge I.—Of the first specification, ‘‘guilty’’; of _the 
second specification, ‘‘guilty’’; of the charge, ‘‘not guilty, 
but guilty of conduct prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline in violation of the 62d Article of War.’’ 

Charge II.—Of the first specification, ‘‘guilty’’; of the 
second specification, ‘‘guilty’’; of the charge, *‘guilty. 

Sentence.—‘‘And the court sentences him, 2d Lieut. L. C. 
Leftwich, 13th Inf., to be reduced twenty-five files in rank on 
the lineal list of second lieutenants of Infantry.’’ 

General Mills, in reviewing the proceedings, says: “In 
the foregoing case the finding under the first charge is disap- 
proved. The department commander is entirely at a loss to 
understand by what process of reasoning the court arrived at 
this: finding. If based on sympathy for the accused, then it 
was an unwarranted infringement on the prerogative of the 
reviewing authority. If, on the other hand, it expressed the 
epinion of the court of the conduct of which this officer was 
guilty, then that opinion, it is believed, is totally at variance 
with that held by officers of the Army at large of similar of- 
fenses, and, furthermore, in so far as it can, it sets up a false 
and pernicious precedent, alike subversive of discipline and 
contrary to: the high standard of behavior expected and re- 
quired of officers and gentlemen. r 

‘*Subject to the foregoing remarks, the proceedings and 
findings are approved. In order that the accused may not es- 
cape all punishment, the sentence is approved.’

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THE KOEHLER COURT-MARTIAL. 


The Army has awaited with interest the report of sho 
final disposition of the case of Capt. Lewis M.. Koehle;. 
of the 4th Cavalry, who, on appeal and after a second tris. 
has been acquitted of the charge of disrespect to his con)- 
manding otficer, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, commanii:, 
the Philippines Division. President Roosevelt’s person: 
friendship for General Wood has been so pronounced th): 
Army officers watched closely for. some expression 
opinion from the White House in the case. What the, 
heard is found in the statement in the case, by the Presi- 
dent, appearing elsewhere in this number. Originally tie 
controversy arose between Captain Koehler. and Major 
II. L. Scott, who was close to General Wood, having been 
with him in Cuba, serving on his staff in the field during 
the Spanish War and again when General Wood was s:ic- 
cessively in charge of Santiago and then of Havana. 
Major Scott went to the Philippines with General Wo», 
and finally became the commander and civil governor of 
Jolo. It was while under the command of Major. Scoit 
at Jolo that Captain Koehler criticised his action, and 
for this he was court-martialed, and by the finding of the 
court reprimanded. He appealed, and in his appeal took 
occasion to criticize General Wood. It was for this that 
his court-martial was ordered by the President. Suin- 
ming up the difficulties which led to the court-martialing 
of Captain Koehler, the New York Sun says: 


The clash between Captain Koehler and Major Scott dates 
back three or four years, and it was in itself a very incon- 
siderable matter. The underlying ferment must be sought in 
the transfer of the 14th Cavalry and the substitution of the 
4th Cavalry late in 1904 or very early in 1905. Major Scott 
of the 14th was then in command of the battalion occupying 
the island of Jolo and was, incidentally, the civil Governor

thereof. His regiment, the 14th, had been ordered back to the 
Jnited States. The newcomers, the 4th, were sent to take 
possession. Here we find the genesis of the imbroglio. When 


the 14th Cavalry was ordered home from the Philippines (Gen. 
Leonard Wood should have seen to it that the 4th Cavalry, 
charged with responsibility in the case, was left with full 
scope and authority. If Gen. Leonard Wood had been a 
trained Army officer, familiar with Army traditions and in svm- 
pathy with the esprit de corps, he would have been -carefu! to 
avoid the pestiferous blunder of leaving a major of the 14th 
Cavalry to rank and supersede the officers of the 4th assigned 
to duty in Jolo. As it now appears, however, he so arranged 
it that the Colonel of the 4th, Colonel Steever, to be exact, 
was not permitted to go to the island where his presence would 


have settled the question of precedence and so led on to har- 
mony. A battalion under command of a major junior to 
Scott was sent to Jolo, and Scott therefore was left in supreme 
control. 


Thus the friction was inaugurated. All Army officers will 
understand it. No one questions the high character, the in- 
telligence or the genuine good feeling of Major Scott. Every 
body, including his best friends, admits that Captain Kovi:ler, 
while he is an officer of signal courage and ability, is ver 
disposed to contentious controversy. But among the thought 
ful and well informed it is agreed on every -hand that the real 
spark which caused the conflagration is to be found in the 
maladroit arrangement whereunder Major Scott of the 14th 
Cavalry was retained in command of Jolo. It is practically 
the universal opinion that when Major Scott’s regiment was 
sent back to the United States he should have been sent 
with it. 

The court which acquitted Captain Koehler was not com: 
posed of officers of the 4th Cavalry. As a matter of fact, the 
verdict of that court represents the feeling of the entire 4 


irmy. 

The findings of the court-martial in this case-of Caj iain 
Koehler are in effect an expression of the belief of the 
members of the court that favoritism prevails to av im- 
proper extent in the conduct of our military affairs. “ay 
what we will as to the justice of this opinion; criicize 
as we ‘may the particular expression of it contained ii the 
conclusions of this court, it would be unwise to ignor the 


fact of its existence. The feeling of uneasiness ani (is- 
content occasioned by this belief in the potent infivcuce 
of favoritism in the conduct of military affairs is more or 
less prevalent, especially in the higher ranks, throughout 
the Army, and it is especially strong among our ollicers 
on duty in the Philippines. The belief that we did nof 


understand this in the office of .the ARMY AND AVY 
JOURNAL, or at least that we did not sympathize wi’! it, 
has found expression in letters coming to our vilice. 
Smarting under a sense of injustice toward themseiv«s. oT 
toward their fellow-soldiers, some of our correspondents 
have failed to understand the restraint we must put po? 
the expressions of our opinions and feelings lest we be-

'~he wise physician seeks to reconcile his patient to that 
which appears to him to be inevitable. 

Our Army-has been made the victim, as we have here- 
tofore found occasion to say, of theories of administration, 
which we believed to be wholly mistaken and thoroughly 
pernicious, but which were so honestly entertained and so 
enthusiastically advocated that it d to be hopel 
to attempt to correet, them. They are, according to our 
judgment, fot military but civilian ideas, and the tendency 
of (heir appli¢ation~ has ‘been to secutarize the Army by 
subjecting ‘it to the influence of purposes and ambitions 
wholly foreign to the true military spirit. In the great 
world there is a never-ending struggle for place and prefer- 
ment, and it is considered legitimate there, except per- 
haps among.a few ‘chosen spirits, that men should disre- 
gard the interests and even the rights of their fellows in 
the «adeavor to improve their own position. Now, in a 
properly constituted army the watchword is not Success, 
put Duty; not a selfish struggle for precedence, but Com- 
radeship.- The signal Nelson flew from his flagship on 
the eve of ‘'rafalgar was not that England expects every 
man to distinguish himself beyond his fellows that he may 
win the favor of his sovereign, but that “England expects 
every man to do his duty.” The Japanese, by winning in 
a fight against a powerful nation weakened by the selfish 
struggle for place and profit, have just given us an im- 
pressive Jesson of the power there is in the loyal accept- 
ance by every scldier, from the highest officer to the 
humbiest private, of the principles of duty, comradeship, 
and self-sacrifice. It seems to us that these are being 
too little considered, while we hear a constant iteration 
of the importance of courage. Now, courage is the com- 
monest virtue of the soldier: it is simply the professional 
habit of mind, and should no more give distinction to 
one soldier over another than the knowledge of stage busi- 
ness should distinguish one actor from another; than the 
ability to face a jydge in court or an audience from the 
platform should be a mark of distinction between lawyers 
and orators. 

Is it strange thet men controlled by such standards as 
those we have sought to suggest should be impatient of 
the preference given to those in whom they do not recog- 
nize so high an expression of the soldierly characteristics 
as in men passed over for their benefit? No man who has 
“the heart of a soldier” can patiently submit, except un- 
der the compulsion of cireumstances, to seeing a noble and 
seasoned soldier, like Theodore J. Wint, for example, put 
under (he command of men who must themselves admit 
that their advancement over him is due not to their 
superior experience and accomplishment, but to the fact 
that without fault of their own they had the good for- 
tune to secure the attention and the favor of the appoint- 
ing power. 

The Army is wounded to its very quick when it finds 
evidence that it is favor and not merit that controls, and 
this explains why the feeling is so strong against ex- 
tending the power of selection. Wise legislation in the 
past has recognized the danger that lies in this direction 
by adopting the principle of lineal promotion, as the rule 
in our Army. That the Army might escape the evils at- 
tending this method of prometion, subjecting it to the 
rule of King Log, the power was given to eliminate 
hy professional examination preliminary to promotion. 
Unless the information we get from the Army is mislead- 
ing, the authorities at Washington could make this more 
effective if they would. But experience has shown that 
the process of elimination cannot be made effective where 
the favorites of power are -concerned. Doubtless officers 
may be themselves justly charged with laches in the 
matter of examinations for promotion, but the display at 
Washington of a just and wholly impartial spirit in. the 
Selections for promotion, and for appointment to -de- 
sirable positions, of men answering to Army standards of 
merit would wonderfully stiffen up the back-bone of the 
Army. There would be less complaint of selection such 
have if selection were made with reference to 
Army esiimates of military character. Men true to this 
character seek preference by no other means than sim- 
ple attention to duty, 

The soldier's standards of comparison are not those 
of the civilian, and he does not believe that the wise 
Provision of law which requires that the military authority 
should be subordinate to the civil authority means that 
Civilian ideas should be controlling in Army affairs, and 
that civilian standards of conduct should dominate over 
those that belong to the character of the “soldier and gen- 
tleman” as the Army understands it. On many a bloody 
battlefieid, by many a trying experience on the march 
and in camp, the character of the true soldier has been 
defined as that of a man who will bear all things ; suffer all 
things, even unto death, rather than fail one jot in the 
performance of his duty to his country, or in his allegiance 
to the noble fellowship of the Army, in which striving 
for undue preference over one’s fellows can have no place,

WILD STORIES ABOUT THE CONNECTICUT. 

No ship of the Navy has been the subject of such omi- 
— predictions and calumnious stories as the battleship 
Connecticut. When she had her preliminary trials it was 
said in the daily prints that she had ‘utterly failed to 
Come up to the standard, and later when she had her shak- 
ing dowa cruise, in which nothing in the way of speed 
Was expected from her, reports were sent broadcast that 
she had failed to make anything like the speed which was 
expected of her. The fact that the cruise was not intend- 


| €d to develop her speéd, that similar shaking down trips 


a ships never develop any extraordinary speed, that 
¥ are only for the purpose of getting the boilers and 


engines in good shape and smoothing down the bearings, 
did-not count with the paragraphers, It is impossible to 
say whether or not the building of this particular ship in 
a Government yard, by Government labor under the direc- 
tion of Navy officers, had anything to do with the circula- 
tion of all the wild stories. Nor is it possible to deter- 
mine whether or not the private ship-building concerns 
were interested in the dissemination of misinformation 
which would tend to deter the future building of ships in 
Government yards, 

Regardless of the motives, when the Connecticut had 
the misfortune to develop a large number of cases of ty- 
phoid fever on board and had to be sent north after her 
unfortunate bumping into a rock in Target Bay near Cu- 
lebra, there was more wagging of heads. It was asserted 
that this was only an excuse to conceal the extent of her 
injury, that she would have to be docked and the Navy 
would be deprived of her services for a long time while 
she was undergoing repairs. One story went so far as to 
tell the exact number of barrels of cement which had been 
used to enable her to proceed to New York from Guanta- 
namo. It was quite circumstantial. 
reached New York without mishap, sent her sick to the 
naval hospital and without docking was sent back to com- 
plete her target practice in Cuban waters. Now the story 
goes that other cases of typhoid were incubated after she 
left for the southern waters. 

Just why these attempts should be made to exploit the 
Connecticut as a “hoodoo” ship is not apparent, But they 
continue. One paper of repute prints a despatch from 
Washington in which it is said that Capt. William Swift, 
her commander, should never have been sent to sea be- 
cause he was not ‘physically fit and that when he so 
changed the course of the ship as to run into the reef in 
Target Bay it was merely the result of his disability. The 
despatch intimates that he may be ordered before a retir- 
ing board. The Navy Department has not denied these 
stories, possibly because it thinks they are too absurd to 
be so honored. 

It is true that about a year before Captain Swift was 
assigned to this command he was ill with typhoid fever, 
but months before the Connecticut was placed in commis- 
sion he had been discharged as cured. Within two or 
three days before he assumed command of the ship he was 
at the Navy Department and seemed to be in the best of 
health. If, as stated in the story, Captain Swift fainted 
on the bridge after the grounding and was unconscious for 
some hours thereafter, it will all doubtless appear in the 
court-martial, but the inference that the Department al- 
lowed him to go to sea knowing that he was a sick 
man, or that after the accident it ordered the Connecticut 
to proceed up and down the coast when it was in an un- 
safe and unseaworthy condition, are matters which no offi- 
cer in the Service will allow to pass unchallenged. Mean- 
while the Department will awajt the outcome of the court- 
martial. :

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A correspondent says: “The ‘uniformity system,’ or 
‘interchangeability of machine parts,’ credited to Whist- 
ler, is a French invention, and so described by Thomas 
Jefferson in a letter from Paris of date of Aug. 30, 1785, 
as given in Popular Science Monthly, August, 1879, page 
425.”’ It was only intended to suggest that the system of 
interchangeability as applied to railroad machinery was 
introduced by George W. Whistler, a graduate of the 
Military Academy, class of 1819. The suggestion of in- 
terchangeability as applied to small arms came from 
France, as our correspondent says. But the development 
of the idea is wholly American. The French had rejected 
it as wholly impracticable when Thomas Jefferson, who 
had learned of it while traveling abroad in 1797, called 
it’to the attention of Eli Whitney, inventor of the cotton- 
gin. Jefferson persuaded Whitney, who had become 
thoroughly disgusted with the appropriation of his gin, 
to engage in the manufacture of small arms. Whitney 
was awarded a contract for 10,000 guns, and his inventive 
genius enabled him to apply to their manufacture the dis- 
carded French suggestion. He was thus able to make a 
profit on his contract, when other manufacturers who en- 
tered into contracts for guns at the same time were ruined 
by following the accepted English methods dependent 
mainly apon hand tabor. Since Whitney’s success no 
American military arm has been made upon any other 
plan than that of interchangeability of parts. The sys- 
tem of gauges, by which uniformity of construction was 
attained, was developed by Whitney. He also first ap- 
plied machinery to the work of finishing the parts after 
they were wedged or pruned in the rough and the milling 
machine, if not his invention, was developed by him and in- 
troduced into gun manufacture. It was he, too, who 
first adopted the principle of division of labor, which lies 
at the foundation of all industrial progress. The prin- 
ciple of interchangeability of parts was first applied to 
the Government service by John H. Hall at Harper’s 
Ferry in 1818, and finally established, as the rule of the 
Government workshops. Without the improvements in 
the manufacture of arms introduced by American inven- 
tors, Whitney, Hall, Blanchard, the inventor of the lathe 
that bears his name, it would have been impossible for our 
Government to provide the four million small arms called 
for during the Civil War. 

With a view to an important change in the political af- 
fairs of the Philippines, the Philippine Civil Commission 
has been instructed to inform the President of the United 
States without delay whether a condition of general and 
complete peace has continued in all that portion of the ar- 
chipelago not inhabited by Moros or other non-Christian

tribes for the-past two years. If the answer is in the af- 
firmative the President will immediately-direet the com- 
mission to call a general election on July 30 next for the 
choice of delegates to the First Popular Assembly for the 
people of the Philippine Islands. This Assembly, consist- 
ing of two houses, the upper composed of the Philippine 
Commission and the lower of the delegates to be elected 
next July, will take over all the legislative power now ex- 
ercised by the Philippine Commission alone. Under an 
act of Congress none of the members of the non-Christian 
tribes can participate in the elections. The reply of fhe 
Civil Commission will be awaited with. intefest, for the 
reason that it will afford some light on the conditions 
which arose in. the islands of Samar and Leyte last -year. 
Disorder and crime became so widespread in both of those 
islands that the civil authorities finally confessed them- 
selves unable to deal with the situation and called upon 
the military authorities to restore order. Accordingly a 
considerable force of Regulars and Philippine Scouts was 
placed in the field and in a few weeks the task in which 
the Philippine Constabulary had failed was satisfactorily 
accomplished. ‘To all intents and purposes the Army was 
in the field in Samar and Leyte. Whether, in. spite of 
that fact, the Philippine Civil Commission can report that 
a condition of general and. complete peace has prevailed 
throughout the archipelago, exclusive of the Moro country, 
for two years, is an interesting question, 
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In reply to “A Healthy Growl] About West Point’ from 
“A Graduate,” which appeared in these columns last week, 
we publish this week a letter from “A Cadet” which pre- 
sents a spirited defense of present conditions and tenden- 
cies at the Academy. As a matter of fair play those 
who read the letter from “A Graduate” and from other 
contributors who have recently commented on affairs at 
West Point will give due consideration to the views of 
“A Cadet.” He speaks frankly, good-naturedly and with 
full confidence that all is well with the noble institution 
where he is studying his profession. The spirit which ani- 
mates his letter is without doubt the spirit of the entire 
corps of cadets. It is the spirit of hope, self-reliance and 
devotion to the high interests of the Military Academy. 
This whole discussion. as to changing conditions at West 
Point has been characterized by one specially gratifying 
fact, namely, that it has been inspired on both sides by 
a deep and abiding affection for the traditions and the 
welfare of the institution. The utterances of Morris 
Schaff, and those of “A Graduate,” “A Cadet” and all the 
others who have spoken have disclosed a loyalty to the 
Academy on the part of its graduates which is inspiring 
and touching. The discussion has been edifying and help- 
ful if for no other reason than that it has again made 
clear to the world that the sons of West Point are bouiid 
to their alma mater with links of steel. 
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Because of friction between himself and the Philip- 
pine Commission, Brig. Gen. Henry T. Allen, captain 
of the 6th Cavalry, but~-commanding the Philippine 
Constabulary, has resigned his position and the resigna- 
tion has been accepted. It is understood that he will be. - 
succeeded by Col. Henry H. Bandholtz, who also has 
the rank of captain in the Regular Army. General 
Allen’s incumbency of the office dates back to the time 
when Secretary Taft was the Governor of -the islands, 
and during the latter’s administration it was understood 
that he was in high favor. He stood as well with Mr. 
Taft’s successor, Governor Luke E. Wright, but re- 
cently he has not been in such pleasant relations with 
the civil government. It is understood that the direct 
eause of his resignation was his appointment of one 
Vincente Gallegus as a second lieutenant in the Con- 
stabulary. One of the members of the commission, 
Seiior Tavera, a native, had a candidate of his own and 
made a fight upon the appointment of Gallegas with the 
result that he was sustained by the commission, which 
asked Gallegas for his resignation and was refused. 
General Allen stood by his appointee with the result that 
there was such friction between himself and the com- 
mission that he felt it necessary to ask to be relieved. 
He will probably be ordered home within-a short: time. 
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The Secretary of War, Mr. Taft, left Washington last 
week for a tour of inspection of the Isthmus of Panama, 
the second which he has taken since he has held his pres- 
ent portfolio. He went without a party and purely and sim- 
ply to inspect the work which is being done and to make 
a report direct to the President. He procéeded by rail’ to 
Charleston, S.C.,. where he boarded the. Mayflower, His 
trip which will occupy a month will include not only Pan- 
ama, but Porto Rico and Cuba. At the latter point he wiil 
consult with Governor Magoon as to the advisability of 
withdrawing the marines from the island and regardless 
of the stories printed this week no step toward removing 
them and replacing them by soldiers will be taken until 
after this consultation, Upon his return to the United 
States the Secretary will start upon another trip which 
will include Alaska, Hawaii, Guam and the Philippines. 
Altogether very nearly the entire summer will be con- 
sumed by his trips. The purpose from the administrative 
standpoint is that he shall visit all of the outlying pos- 
sessions of the United States and upon his return make a 
comprehensive report thereon, together with suggestions 
for their better government. 
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The San Francisco Call of March 29 states that. Lieut. 
Gen. Arthur MacArthur has been ordered to Chicago to 
take command of the Department of the Lakes,

The meeting was well attended, about 200 delegates be- 
ing present. Governor Ansel gave a reception and there 
was a barbecue in the regimental mess-hall at Ridgewood 
Park, with toasts and speaking. 

Colonel Heistand.in his address described the methods 
of the Regular Army. and showed the important relations 
sustained by the Adjutant General’s Department to its 
training and administration. He also spoke eloquently 
and forcibly of the importance of making military train- 
ing as general as it is possible to do in a country so indis- 
posed as we are to the principle of universal military ser- 
vice, such as prevails in the principal countries of Europe. 
We give some extracts from Colonel Heistand’s address, 
regretting that its length prevents its publication entire. 
In his opening remarks Colonel Heistand said: 

“T esteem it a special privilege to have this opportunity 
to meet and to greet the representatives of the military 
establishment of so many states. I gladly avail myself 
of it, and at the risk of exceeding my instructions I con- 
fidently assume to speak for the entire Regular Army in 
expréssing its hearty sympathy and lively interest in the 
development and welfare of the National Guard of the 
various states.” 

After describing in a general way the important work 
of the Adjutant General’s Department, the speaker said: 
“It might, in a descriptive way, be termed the department 
of personnel, and broadly speaking, among its more impor- 
tant duties are to provide officers and men, to organize 
them into fighting units, to compile and to preserve the 
histories of individuals and organizations and to conduct 
the necessary correspondence in connection therewith. * * 

“In all the training, development and care of the sol- 
dier, the Adjutant General’s Department plays a vast and 
important part. In no other one of the eleven administra- 
tive departments of the Army is there such a comprehen- 
sive control and influence over the individual interests and 
development of the human unit in our military establish- 
ment. ‘The recruit meets the A.G.’s Department at the 
threshold of his career, and under the supervision of that 
department he is given his first instruction. The entire 
recruiting service of the U.S. Army is under the immedi- 
ate direction of the AGG. * * * 

“It is at the recruiting depots that the embryo soldiers 
receive their first impressions in much that enters into 
their training, and as first impressions are deep and last- 
ing, it is incumbent upon the A.G.’s D. that in this early 
stage of the svoldier’s training harmful errors be avoided 
and correct impressions created, for in consequence of 
these impressions the recruit is liable to form a like or 
dislike for the military service calculated to affect his 
character and his entire career. The results in the past 
have been so satisfactory to the individual and to the 
Government that no doubt exists that the part played 
by the A.G.’s D. in the early days of a soldier’s career 
constitutes it for that reason, if for none other, a most 
important factor in military training, 

“In the exercise of its functions of enlistment and or- 
ganization, the A.G.’s D. gathers and preserves the infor- 
mation and statistics of our military strength and re- 
sources and it must be prepared to present the information 
when needed or desired. ‘There are those who appear to 
see little necessity for military training beyond what is 
necessary to organize and equip soldiers and to provide 
for their physical comfort during the period of their active 
service. Essential as that all is, little less important is it 
that the history of events, or of organizations, and of in- 
dividuals be carefully prepared and preserved to the end 
that personal rights and privileges under the law may be 
guaranteed, and that the archives of the Government be 
a reliable source of infermation for the historian. In the 
organization of a military force, the conduct of its affairs 
and its. disbandment, there is required a vast amount of 
so-called ‘paper-work’ which includes voluminous corre- 
spondence and the preparation of many reports, rolls and 
returns. The supervision of all this work and much of the 
work itself is another of the especial functions of the A. 


G.’s D. 

“Upon this department, too, devolves the duty of gath- 
ering and preserving, in a manner to be quickly available, 
the complete history of every individual from the moment 
of his entry into the Service until his connection with it 
has been severed. *. * * Of commissioned officers in 
addition, there is gathered and kept a record of their ac- 
complishments and special training; the different Jan- 
guages they speak, write or translate and their degree of 
proficieicy therein ;-their. conjugal condition and the size 
of their family; also the opinion of their superiors regard- 
ing their character, capacity and special aptitude. 
©. “Phe -A:G.’s D. prepares and distributes the order di- 


recting the movement of ‘treops and to inaugurate the du- 
ties and limit the pewers and functions of individuals.. It 
prepares and distributes blank forms for the transaction 
of its business, and conducts the correspondence between 
the War Department! and@'the various stations; with in- 
dividuals in the military service and with the people. In 
so doing, it comes in contact with the entire Army, the 
National Guard and civilians and its methodical ways in- 
sinuate themselves upon all military and semi-military or- 
ganizations throughout the country until the members 
thereof learn and use the forms of its orders and observe 
* * 


- the methods of its correspondence. * 


“T know of no other administrative branch of the mili- 
tary art which requires more careful training and the ex- 
ercise of more thought and. care than .that which writes 
the orders sending men,to battle and makes the history of 
our country and at the same time safeguards to its defend- 
ers, their rights under the law. It is a ¢ eter of work, 
for the accurate completion of which is: fequired ‘a special 
qualification only to be acquired through careful training 
and long practice. ’ 

“One of the fruitful causes of confusion in the affairs 
of all volunteer organizations when mustered into the Fed- 
eral service, is the.lack of uniformity in administrative 
methods, owing to imperfect knowledge of Federal require- 
ments. There have been devised almost, if not quite, as 
many different blank forms for the same purpose as there 
are states in the Union. Many of them are excellent, but 
the knowledge: derived from.their use is. of little or- no 
value in the conduct or business with the Federal govern- 
ment. Without entering into a discussion as to whether 
or not the forms and methods adopted and used in the 
Regular Army are always the best, the fact remains that 
they exist in large measure by reason of statutory. re- 
quirement and their use without alteration or deviation is 
incumbent upon all organizations in the military service 
of the United States. The result-is that when volunteer 
organizations are mustered into the 1 service, they 
are confronied with unfamiliar blank forms and adminis-, 
trative methods which puzzle, if they do not annoy, often 
to such a degree that their usé is: shunned to save embar- 
rassment and work which must be vastly increased at a 
later date. ; 

“With this knowledge I regard it important that all pa- 
triotic military bodies equip themselves not only to drill, 
to march, to mess and to shoot by methods-which enable 
them to take their places beside; their comrades in the. reg- 
ular Service, but that they endeavor to adopt and em- 
ploy as nearly all of their administrative forms and meth- 
ods as conditions of their service will permit—with partic- 
ular emphasis does this: apply to sueh papers-as muster 
and pay rolls and sick reports; those most important ,doc- 
uments to the individual—though with but little less em- 
phasis to the many other blank forms. * * * The re- 
sults would be that volunteers would come to national cok 
ors not only able to march and shoot, but to conduct the 
business of their organizations with precision, and prompt- 
ness and be spared the infinite embarrassments and delays 
so frequently due to ignorance of methods which must be 
followed if inconvenience and discomfort are to be avoided. 

“Social evils can ‘only be abated by education and I 
know of no school so well calculated to impart the sort of 
education necessary as that provided by our military es- 
tablishment, and to encourage service in its ranks, I would 
gladly see as a requirement for any position in the classi- 
fied civil service of the Government, an honorable dis- 
charge from its military or naval Service, or from the or- 
ganized militia of one of the states or territories. If a 
term of a few years in the military Service: would tend to 
the physical and moral improvement of the individual—if 
it would inspire in him a whore profound respect for the 
law and a broader patriotism, the temporary inconven- 
ience or loss by withdrawing him from commercial or pro- 
ductive pursuits would be compensated by the return to 
society of a large body of trained and disciplined mem- 
bers. If good physique and sound morals are a valuable 
asset in the nation’s manhood, then I believe I could ut- 
ter no more patriotic wish than that we might see the sen- 
timents of our people and the conditions of our society so 
change that every able-bodied male citizen would receive 
sufficient military training to cause him to cherish all its 
virtues and manly attributes and inspire in him a national 
patriotism which, whether he remained in the Service of 
his country or returned to the ranks of its industrial 
throng, he would be ever mindful of his obligations to the 
Stars and Stripes; be it in battle for humanity’ and jus- 
tice or in peaceful progress in commercial triumph.” 
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COURT-MARTIAL OF CAPTAIN KOEHLER. 

It was officially announced from the War Department 
on March 22 that the G.C.M. which tried Capt. Lewis 
M. Koehler, 4th U.S. Cav., on charges of conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and discipline in making statements 
derogatory to Major Gen. Leonard Wood, his superior 
officer, had rendered a verdict of acquittal. At the same 
time a letter from Secretary of War Taft, reviewing the 
case, and the endorsement of President Roosevelt, were 
made public at the White House, and were as follows: 

“To the President :—Captain Koehler was an officer in 
command of two companies of Cavalry at Jolo in. the 
Philippines. Major Scott was the commanding officer of 
the military post at Jolo and was also the Civil Governor 
of Jolo, under the civil establishment. Captain Koehler 
made himself very annoying to Major Scott by captious 
insistence that Major Scott should be in his office at cer- 
tain times and should discharge his duties as military post 
commander with the same degree of promptness that he 
would have done had he not the additional duties of Civil 
Governor. Captain Koehler filed charges against Major 
Scott. An inspecting officer sent to investigate them re- 
ported there was no foundation for the charges. Major 
Scott then filed charges against Captain Koehler. Gen- 
eral Wood ordered a court-martial of Captain Koehler. 
The court-martial resulted in finding Captain Koehler 
guilty. ‘The court sentenced him to be reprimanded in 
crders by the reviewing authority. ; 

“General Wood in reprimanding Captain Koehler said 
that he had been guilty of conduct which indicated that 
he was seriously wanting in those clean-cut and. well-de- 
fined conceptions of a soldier’s duty which should be 
found in every officer of the Army; that his conception 
of the standards of the conduct and uprightness as they 
exist in the Army were distorted to a degree ndt found in 
the just and fair-minded. Then Captain Koehler took an 
appeal, though the law does not specifically provide for 
such a remedy, to the Secretary of War. In this appeal

ler, and the finding of the acquittal. now comes before yoy, 
as the reviewing authority for action either -in approya| 
or disapproval. 1 have_no hesitation in saying after a {| 
consideration of the matter that the finding of the {irs 
court-martial, that Captain Koehler was guilty of {i ng 
captious and unnecessary charges ‘against. his commanding 
officer, was fully sustained. . 

“He might have had counsel had he been willing to tke 
any but two persdhis’ who were otherwise engaged on pab- 
lic business. The charge that the department comman:er 
was the accuser or prosecutor. in the. first trial was up. 
founded and based solely on the ground: that he directed 
a court-martial on the charges of Major Scott after »p 
inspector had reported that the charges of Captain Koel!or 
against Major Scott were unfounded. | Considering +) 
evidence of the first court-martial, I think the langu:cge 
of the reprimand was sufficiently within the finding on :}io 
evidence. , i 

“You, as the: reviewing authority, are put in the posi- 
tion, that if you approve the finding you necessarily affirm 
or approye the statement derogatory to General Wood con- 
tained in the appeals, and if you do so approve these 
statements, then it would become your duty as comman:er- 
in-chief to order General Wood before a court-martial for 
perverting his power as department commander to aceow- 
plish an unjust and unfair purpose against his subordinate 
officer. .You cannot in justice to General Wood find . 1 
evidence in the record to sustain the bringing of sich 
proceedings or the finding of a court against him. 

“A reviewing authority may:mitigate a sentence, bui it 
cannot change a finding of acquittal to one of conviction, 
It can, however, in any case disapprove the entire proc: d- 
ing and refuse to confirm a finding of: acquittal. Whe 
effect of this is to set aside the préceedings as if they 
had not been commenced. By this course you, as the re- 
viewing authority, are not involved in the logical cun- 
sequences with respect: to General Wood, which must 
follow an approval of the sentence as already explained, 
and Captain Koehler is simply restored to duty. This is 
the view of the Judge Advocate General, in whose reeom- 
mendations I fully concur.

ACQUITTAL OF MAJOR PENROSE. 

‘The -court-martial in the. case of Major Charles W. 
l’enrose, 25th U.S. Inf., which has been in session ai San 
Antonio, Texas, for a number of weeks, concluded its case 
on March 23, and acquitted the. Major of the charge of 
neglect -of duty under the 62d Article of War in conuec- 
tion with the Brownsville raid on the midnight of Aug. 
13, 1906. 

Major Penrose received the news of the verdict from 
Judge Advocate Hay, who was the first one to congratu- 
late him. Major Penrose was also warmly congratulated 
by his counsel, after which other officers at the post ex- 
tended him their congratulations. His acquittal came on 
the last day of the seventh week of the trial. It was a 
record-breaking court-martial case in the length of its con- 
tinuous session. ‘The court was convened on the morning 
of Feb. 4. With the exception of one day, when the ac- 
cused was ill, the court has been sitting daily during all 
week days. 

The speeches of Lieut. Col. Edwin F. Glenn, 23¢ U.S. 
Inf., and Capt. Charles I. Hay, jr., 24th Inf., Judge Ad- 
vocate, were especially noteworthy, and were closely fol- 
lowed by every spectator in the court room. Cuxptain 
Murphy and Lieutenant Fitch made only short speeches. 
“I wish io say, on behalf of the defence, that the accused 
has no statement to make. Captain Murphy will a:idress 
the court upon the first specification in the charz:. |

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PROGRAM FOR THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 

‘Th. Russian government, on whose suggestion Presi- 
dent Roosevelt issued the call for the approaching peace 
conference at The Hague, has presented a tentative pro- 
eran for that body which has been submitted to the other 
governments concerned, One interesting fact concerning 
this program is that it makes no reference whatever to the 
guestion of placing a limitation on military and naval ar- 
maments. It appears, therefore, that if that question is 
brought before the conference it will be on the initiative 
of sume nation other than Russia, which is manifestly 
in uo position to consider projects of disarmament. She 
has set out to recreate her navy and is confronted with 
‘mportant measures of military reform. The program she 
has proposed for the conference is as follows: 

Improvements to be made in the provisions of the con- 
ventions relative to the peaceful settlement of internation- 
al disputes as regards the court of arbitration and the In- 
ternational Commission of Inquiry. Additions to be made 
to ihe provisions of the convention of 1899 relative to the 
laws and customs of war on Jand—among others those 
concerning the opening of hostilities, the rights of neutrals 





on land, ete. Framing of a convention relative to the 
laws and customs of maritime warfare. The special oper- 
ations of maritime warfare, such as bombardment of ports, 


cities and villages by a naval force, the laying of torpe- 
does, ete. The transformation of merchant vessels into 
warships. ‘The private property of belligerents at sea. 
The length of time to be granted to merchant ships for 
their departure from ports of neutrals of the enemy after 
the opening of hostilities. The rights and duties of neu- 
trals at sea, among others the questions of contraband, 
the rules applicable to belligerent vessels in neutral ports ; 
destruction of neutral merchant vessels captured as prizes. 
l’rovisions relative to war on land that would also be ap- 
plicable to maritime warfare. Additions to the conven- 
tion of 1899 for the adaptation to modern warfare of the 
principles of the Geneva convention of 1864. 


WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 

The question arose whether an enlisted man who has 
previously served in the Marine Corps is entitled to ser- 
vice chevrons for such service. Reply was made in the 
negative. 

A plan following substantially that of last year regard- 
ing the selection of teams to represent the Army in the 
National Match for 1907 was submitted and approved. 

A suggestion for the organization of fraternal orders as 
a reserve for national defense was received and that a 
change in the Dick bill be asked for so as to provide the 
supply of rifles and drill regulations for the government 
of such organizations, Reply was ordered to be made that 
such action was inadvisable at this. time, in view of the 
Act of March 8, 1905, providing for the sale of rifles to 
civilian rifle clubs, which law and the regulations there- 
under have not yet had a thorough test. 

The amendment of paragraphs 91, 106 and 238, Small 
Arms Firing Regulations was ordered with the view to 
securing more careful supervision of target practice and 
nore accurate counting of hits in figure targets. 
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COACH OF THE 1906 TEAM.

It has just come to my notice that the Franklin-Hud- 
son Publishing Company, in a circular advertising my 
hook, “Suggestions to Military Riflemen,” have alluded to 
me as coach of the Army Infantry team, 1906.

The services of companies are given by letter 
matidi The names of the captains or lieutenants com- 
en ie, them in the performance of important service are 
battali y omitted. Even the names of regimental and 
left - ion commanders in battles are not given. We are 
ena] ae that the colonel of the regiment was in per- 
ad command when in point of fact he was on detached 
ak = asa brigadier or major general of Volunteers or up- 
om duty in the War Department. We might infer 
© case that a certain colonel was commanding his 

















regiment at a time he died of poisoning while on D.S. 
The trial of a lady charged with the crime gave the event 
such celebrity that it is hard to understand how a regi- 
mental historian could be ignorant of the event. I do not 
wish to point out errors and omissions. _The writers of 
these monographs were not in military service during the 
Civil War. They probably did not know with whom to 
correspond to get certain data. Yet this is necessary to 
give vitality to a narrative. Even the war records only 
give a skeleton framework. The Records of the Rebellion 
are an invaluable compilation, but they do not disprove 
Napoleon’s saying, that history is an agreed lie. To get facts 
from old veterans you must get them now. Many of them 
will not write; they must be interviewed. To get facts 
from them in that way requires patience. You may have to 
spend hours with a garrulous ‘old Nestor to get a single 
fact. 

Lastly, there are certain painful episodes-in regimental 
histories that should be truthfully stated’. To conceal 
them is like condoning a felony. I hope, Mr. Editor, that 
you will from time to time remind the younger officers 
of the Army of Pliny’s motto: “To do what deserves to 
be written, and to write what deserves to be read.”

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 





The following is a synopsis of decisions recently ren- 
dered by Asst. Comptroller L. P. Mitchell: 

D. M. Fulmer was, under the Act of June 29, 1906, 
advanced on the retired list of the Navy from the grade 
of passed assistant engineer, with the rank of lieutenant, 
to chief engineer, with the rank of lieutenant, that being 
the old engineer’ grade next above that held by him at 
the time of his retirement as established by Sec. 1390, 
Rev. Stat. - Referring to the Personnel bill of March 8, 
1899, the Comptroller says: ‘The title as well as the 
language ‘of the first section is strongly persuasive to the 
conclusion that it was the intention of Congress that the 
officers of the retired list of the Engineer Corps should 
be transferred to the line as well as those of the active 
list. The Navy Department did not so interpret the law, 
and the engineer officers of the retired list were not com- 
missioned to offices of the line, and this officer, as. well as 
many others, have been advanced by the President by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate to higher 
grades established for the Engineer Corps as it existed 
before the Navy Personnel Act. For the reason that the 
retired engineer officers were not commissioned to the 
new offices in the line, which would seem to be neces- 
sary to complete the transfer (Wood vy. United States, 
15 ct. Cls., 151, 161), and for the further. reason that 
the construction given to a statute by those charged with 
the duty of executing it is always entitled to the most 
respectful consideration and ought not to be over-ruled 
without cogent reasons (United States v. Moore, 95 U.S., 
763; United States v. Sweet, 189 U.S., 473), I am con- 
strained to hold that this officer was properly advanced 
under the Act of June 29, 1906, to the next higher grade 
of the Engineer Corps, viz: chief engineer with the rank 
of lieutenant, that being the grade above that actually 
held by him at the time of his retirement. I am of 
opinion, therefore, that Mr. Fulmer is entitled to retired 
pay from June 29, 1906, at the rate of $2,100, that being 
three-fourths the sea pay of a chief engineer with the 
rank of lieutenant in the first five years provided hy 
See. 1556, Revised Statutes.” 

Joseph Smith, U.S.N., was retired Dee. 11, 1890, on 
reaching the age of sixty-two, and promoted to chief 
gunner Dec. 20, 1906. It is decided that he is entitled to 
pay at the rate of $1,470, that being three-fourth of the 
pay of chief gunner after twenty years’ service. A de- 
cision to the same effect is rendered in the case of Chief 
Carpenter Ebenezer Thompson. 

The Comptroller decides that the following officers, 
advanced one grade on the retired list of the Navy, un- 
der the provision of the Act of June 29, 1906, are en- 
titled to three-fourths of the sea pay of their increased 
rank, this being in accordance with the decision of March 
7, 1907, in the case of Hoehling, et. al. The amount of 
pay allowed follows the name: Capt. C. A. Schetky, 
$3,375; Pay Dir. A. W. Russell, $4,500; Pay Dir. Luther 
Billings, $4,500; Med. Dir. Edward Shippen, $4,500; 
Pay Dir. Francis H. Swan, $3,375; Surg. Thomas Hi- 
land, $3,300. Chaplain Frank B. Rose was advanced 
from captain on the retired list to rear admiral, and has 
his pay advanced from $2,100 to $4,500, though chaplain 
with the rank of captain is the highest grade authorized 
by law for chaplains on the active list. 

The Comptroller has disallowed the claim of Major 
Edward R. Lowndes, U.S.M.C., for $20.75, including 
$2.75 for “tips,” for traveling expenses incurred while 
traveling with troops from Charleston, S.C., to Norfolk, 
Va., under orders. The Comptroller says: “It was held 
in decision of this office dated Nov. 9, 1906 (13° Comp. 
Dec., 333), that the Act of June 10, 1896, supra, is ap- 
plicable only to cases of officers of the Marine Corps 
traveling without troops, and that officers of the Marine 
Corps traveling with troops are governed by the pro- 
visions of Sec. 1612 of the Revised Statutes, and the 
Act of June 12, 1906 (34 Stat., 256, 247). In other 
words, an officer of the Marine Corps traveling under 
orders without troops is entitled to the same mileage 
as was allowed an officer of the Navy on June 10, 1896, 
but when traveling under orders with troops he is en- 
titled to the same traveling allowances as an officer of 
the Army traveling with troops. The Act of June 12, 
1906, referred to supra, provides for actual expenses for 
sea travel for officers of the Army traveling with troops, 
but there is no law providing for traveling expenses for 
officers of the Army or Marine Corps when traveling 
with troops within the United States. It is well settled 
that an officer of the Army traveling with troops within 
the United States is not entitled to be reimbursed his 
traveling expenses of the character claimed in this case 
(7 Comp. Dec., 164).” ‘ 

Medical Inspr. L. G. Heneberger, U.S.N., raised the 
question as to whether the fact that he was in command 
of a hospital subjected him to the conditions concerning 
the commutation of quarters applying to officers on duty 
with troops. The Comptroller decides that as there were 
no quarters available for him at his post, Newport, R.L., 
he was entitled to commutation of quarters whether on 
duty with or without troops. There is a decision to the 
same effect in the case of Chief Btsn. Frank Carall, 
Asst. Naval Constr. W. B. Fogarty, Carpenter John A. 
Lord, Chief Carpenter’ W. F. Stevenson, War. Mach. 
Otto Johnson, Asst, Surg. C. C. Grieve and Mate John 
L. Vennard, stationed at the navy yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H., with no quarters available. 

In response to a request from the Secretary of the 
Navy, the Comptroller decides that the appropriation 
for “gunnery exercises” can be properly applied ta the 


erection of a shelter house for officers as a part of the 
equipment of the small arms target range at the Guan- 
tanamo station. The facts are stated in a communica- 
tion from the Commander-in-Chief of the U.S. Atlantic 
Fleet as follows: “1. In order to utilize to full advan- 
tage the very extensive small arm target ranges at this 
station, I have found that encamping the marines of the 
fleet and one division of men from each large vessel of the 
fleet on Deer Point has been more satisfactory than 
sending men from the ships to the range from day to day. 
2. There are now encamped there, and have been for the 
past three weeks, some eleven hundred men and about forty 
officers, and there is felt the need of a shelter house for 
the use of the officers, corresponding in a general way to 
the shelter house on Deer Point. for the use of the men, 
and I respectfully recommend to the Department that it 
allot a sum of $2,500 or $3,000 with which to build such 
a house. 3. The officers encamped now have no place to 
rest or congregate during their hours of recreation, and 
to in some degree meet their needs, I have caused to be 
built with ships’ labor, a small pavilion, but this is of a 
temporary nature. With the increasing number of ships 
the néed will be more heavily felt.’ 

James D. Heysinger, who was commissioned first lieu- 
tenant and assistant surgeon in the Navy, Oct. 17, 1908, 
claimed reimbursement for expenses incurred at San 
Francisco while awaiting the sailing of the transport 
which was to carry him to the Philippines. The Comp- 
troller decides that “this detention should be regarded 
as an incident of the sea journey, and during such de- 
tention he is entitled to his reasonable actual expenses, 
the same as though actually moving on the transport. 
The items in the account for fires and carriages at the 
hotel, amounting to $4, are not regarded as reasonable 
nnd necessary, and reimbursement for them is not al- 
lowed.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Vessels of the North Atlantic Fleet are at present en- 
gaged at target practice at Cape Cruz, which is one hun- 
dred miles to the westward of Santiago. The Rhode Isl- 
and was up to March 20 the latest battleship to report for 
her turn to fire. The New Jersey, her sister ship, was 
expected to arrive on March 22, and she, too, will try out 
her guns and her crew. The Connecticut, for a new ship 
with a new crew, has made a record hard to beat. 

“The record the United States marines made in Cuba,” 
says La Lucha, published at Havana, “is one to be proud 
of. They were the first to land, the first to occupy the un- 
settled points and now they have won the baseball cham- 
pionship.” The Army League games at Camp Columbia 
were a lot series, the artillery, cavalry, engineers, signal, 
hospital and marine corps teams contending, and were 
witnessed by thousands of native fans, who backed the ar- 
tillery club. The marines won a percentage of .783. Each 
member gets a watch fob as a trophy. 

Work on the new naval collier Vestal, to be constructed 
at the navy yard, New York, began on Jan. 25 with the 
laying of her keel. Wear Admiral Coghlan nailed a horse- 
shoe to a beam set for it, and as he drove the first nail the 
navy yard band struck up “Yankee Doodle.” The Vestal 
is to have a displacement of 12,500 tons and a speed in 
excess of sixteen knots an hour. She is to cost $1,500,000, 
and will have a coal carrying capacity of 6,000 tons, ex- 
clusive of her own fuel. <A sister ship of the Vestal, to 
be called the Prometheus, is to be built in San Francisco. 
In a little speech made by Admiral Coghlan he said: 
“This is going to be a big ship, but it will be completed 
in record-breaking time, and I want everyone here to go 
forth and work for the big 20,000-ton battleship for this 
yard. I shall assure you that the Vestal will be well out 
of the way before it will be necessary to commence work 
on the big fighting machine. Now, I have driven only four 
nails in the horseshoe; some of you fellows come up here 
and drive a few.” Pursuant to the suggestion of the Ad- 
miral, Naval Constructor Baxter escorted his little daugh- 
ter, Margaret, to the platform, and while he held the nail 
the little miss plied the hammer and hit the nail on the 
head every time. Little Bobbie Robert, son of Naval Con- 
structor Robert, also proved an adept with the hammer. 
He was accorded the privilege of driving the sixth nail. 
The seventh nail was driven into the big wooden beam by 
Assistant Naval Constructor Ferguson, who will have di- 
rect supervision of the construction of the big ship. The 
center keel plates were laid on the ways with the aid of 
the big traveling crane. Within the next sixty days two 
coal barges will be commenced in the navy yard. Each 
will be 115 feet long and have a displacement of 410 tons. 

A newspaper despatch from Newport News, Va., March 
25, says: The outbreak of measles on board the battle- 
ship Georgia, which will delay the departure of that 
vessel for Guantanamo, has developed into an epidemic, 
more than fifty men having been taken from the ship to 
the naval hospital at Portsmouth, Va. 

The Navy Department has-directed that the projected 
cruise of. the gunboat Wasp to Evansville, Ind., be aban- 
doned, and the Wasp has been ordered to proceed down 
the Mississippi River to the Gulf of Mexico. The Ohio 
River was found to be too shallow to risk the trip to 
Evansville. 

F. W. Richardson, a sailor on the U.S.S. Franklin, was 
placed in arrest on March 20 at Norfolk, Va., charged 
with robbery, and made a clean breast of the part he took 
in the robbery of the person of F. C. Ferguson, postmaster 
of Newsom’s, Southampton County, Va. He implicated 
Jack McCarthy, a marine, and he was taken into custody 
also: 

Charles L. Dougherty, a seaman apprentice at-the Unit- 
ed States naval training station, Newport, R.I., was ar- 
rested by the Newport police March 27 on the request of 
the authorities of Atlantic City, N.J., on the charge of 
administering poison to his cousin, Sarah Sparks, last 
February. 

A submarine disturbance off Pensacola, Fla., March 24, 
created a small island in the bay where there had been 
twenty feet of water. The island is reported to be near 
the Marine Railway across Pensacola Bay and stands 
five feet above water. It is thirty-five feet long and ten 
feet wide and is formed of mud, shells, ballast and old 
iron from the bottom of the harbor. The water on all sides 
of the island was found to be shallow, indicating that the 
base of the new land is of much larger dimensions than 
the top. This is the fifth similar oceurrence in the last 
thirty years. 

The U.S.S. Georgia passed out the Virginia Capes 
March 26 for Guantanamo, Cuba, where she will join the 
North Atlantic Fleet under Rear Admiral Evans. 

Orders have been given that the Italian cruiser Fiera- 
mosca join the cruisers Etruria and Varese, under the 
command of the Duke of the Abruzzi, to represent Italy 
at the opening of the Jamestown Exposition. 

Manila papers report that as one of the boats belonging 
to the gunboat Elcano was being rowed out to the ship Feb, 
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9, in Manila Harbor, the plug in the bottom of the boat 
came out, and to prevent it from being swamped, J. J. 
Dunlap, a sailor belonging to the Elcano, thrust his finger 
into the hole. The finger was immediately bitten off by a 
shark as if it were amputated by a surgeon. 

Col. N. E. Linsley, of Spokane, Wash., left that city 
March 29 for League Island, Pa., taking with him the 
$5,000 silver service the State has purchased for presen- 
tation to the ‘cruiser Washington, and will make the pre- 
sentation on his arrival. 

The U.8.S. Dolphin, with Secretary of the Navy Met- 
calf and party on board, arrived at San Juan March 26. 
The party landed at the naval station with the ordinary 
formalities. 

It is the intention of the Naval Bureau of Ordnance to 
remove the 3-inch guns from the Don Juan de Austria and 
replace them with 6-pounder guns. 

According to Mr. H. D. Curtis, the harbor of Valpa- 
raiso is now ten feet less deep than it was before ‘the 
earthquake of Aug. 16, 1906; the movement seems to have 
been mainly vertical. 

The three turbines of the Carmania contain in the ag- 
gregate a million and a-quarter of biades, and those of 
the Lusitania will have approximately three millions of 
blades together. This means probably over one million 
of blades for each of the low-pressure turbines. 

The British First Cruiser Squadron, which will repre- 
sent the British navy at the review to be held in Hamp- 
ton Roads in honor of the inauguration of the Jamestown 
Exposition, will leave England April 3 for Bermuda, 
whence the squadron will sail April 23 for Hampton 
Roads. The warships will remain there from April 25 to 
May 5. Later the squadron will visit Halifax and Quebec. 
1903. 

A Russian squadron, consisting of the battleships 
Czarevitch and Slava and the protected cruiser Bogatyr, 
arrived off Spithead, March 24. This is the first visit 
of Russian warships to English waters since before the 
Russo-Japanese War. Many entertainments have been 
planned for the officers and crews during the brief stay 
of the squadron. 

Admiral Blenaime, of the French navy, in the Chamber 
of Deputies on March 28, in connection with the explosions 
March 12 on board the battleship Jena, attacked the ad- 
ministration of the navy, saying he thought too much 
power was given in the hands of civilians. In reply, the 
Minister of Marine, M. Thomson, said that naval men 
had a full voice in all questions of administration, and as 
to the Jena disaster he could say that every effort was be- 
ing made to discover the cause of the explosions, but as 
yet this remained as much a mystery as ever. It appar- 
ently could not be attributed to “B” powder and foul play 
was out of the question. The Chamber decided upon the 
nomination of a technical committee to inquire into the 
disaster, It then voted confidence in the government and 
adjourned for the Easter vacation. 

Two new submarine boats that are being built at the 
yard of the Fore River Company, by the Electric Boat 
Company, will be launched on Saturday, March 30. They 
are the Viper and the Tarantula. The first named will 
be sent over at 11 a.m. and the latter half an hour later. 
It has not been decided who will name them. There 
will be no public launching. The Viper and Tarantula 
are mates of the Cuttlefish, which was launched in Oc- 
tober last. A feature of these craft is the fact that they 
cannot be submerged on account of accidents to their 
machinery. If any accident happens to the machinery 
of the boats while they are under water that moment 
the submarine starts for the surface, their weight being 
lighter than the water they displace. 

When the present organization of the British Admiralty 
came into power in the early days of 1906 one of its first 
and most popular acts was an order abolishing corporal 
punishment in the navy. In thus doing away with the 
flogging which had done so much to dissuade young men 
from entering the navy it was believed that the Service 
would become increasingly popular, and that belief ap- 
pears to have been verified by results. The reform, how- 
ever, has been short-lived, the new Admiralty regulations 
recently issued containing a provision that boys in the 
navy may be subjected to disciplinary punishment with a 
eane. This backward step has caused much resentment 
in England, an expression of which appears in the follow- 
ing from the United Service Gazette: “It is regrettable 
to observe that in these days of progress and advanced 
ideas, there should still remain in the navy officers who 
are unable to govern except by methods of terrorism, and 
it tends to create an unfortunate impression of the sea- 
service to find, that while corporal punishment has long 
ceased to exist in the Army, and would be despised and 
abhorred by the commanding officer of to-day, there are 
still serving in the senior service officers who cling tena- 
ciously to a punishment, as cruel and brutal as it is re- 
pulsive and demoralizing.”

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EXHIBITION DRILL AT FORT MYER. 


About $400 was realized through an exhibition drill 
given by the troops at Fort Myer for the benefit of the Y. 
M.C.A. The first exhibit was by Troop G, 13th Cavalry, 
in command of Captain Coreoran. This was a saddle drill. 
Next was bareback riding by Troop F, in command of 
Captain Preston. Some very clever work was exhibited 
here, the men riding at full speed two or three horses at 
a time, or six men riding on the backs of three horses by 
forming a pyramid. In these positions hurdles and high 
jumps were taken. One very attractive feature was the 
spectacle of horses stepping to music. 

The Cossack drill and rough riding by Troop E, under 
command of Capt. Phillips, brought forth greatest ap- 
plause. These riders stopped at nothing. At full gallop 
they would slide under their horses, unbuckle the girth, 
drop their saddles, then pick them up and put them on 
again. They dropped handkerchiefs and picked them up 
riding at full speed. One of the prettiest exercises was 
the saber drill. by Troop H, in command of Lieutenant 

. In this the men, on foot, took their stand in the 
center of the hall and went through a number of exercises 
with their sabers, keeping perfect time to the music. 

The maneuvers of the 3d Battery, Field Artillery, were 
well done, the men handling the heavy gun carriages and 
horses with wonderful facility. This battery, which is in 
charge of Capt. T. N. Horn, prides itself upon its record 
in history. It went through the War of.1812, the Mexi- 
can War, it fired the first shot in the battle of Gettys- 
burg, and also at the battle of Santiago.

Capt. W. F. Kilgore, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, who was 
retired on account of age March 17, 1907, served as a Vol- 
unteer officer in the U.S. Navy during the Civil War from 
December, 1864, to August, 1866. He was appointed a third 
lieutenant in the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service March 30, 
1868, and reached the grade of captain May 3, 1895. 

First Lieut. Staley M. Landrey, U.S. Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice, promoted captain, vice Kilgore, retired, is a native of 
Indiana, and was appointed a cadet in the Revenue Cutter 
Service Sept. 5, 1885. He reached the grade of third lieu- 
tenant, July 25, 1888; second lieutenant, Jan. 28, 1892, and 
first lieutenant, June 18, 1900. 

Second Lieut. Franklin B. Harwood, of the U.S. Revenue 
Cutter Service, who resigned to take effect March 19, is a 
native of Maryland, and was appointed a cadet Aug. 7, 1899, 
and a third lieutenant, Aug. 2, 1901. He reached the grade 
of second lieutenant Sept. 23, 1903. 

The revenue cutter Mohawk completely destroyed on March 
27 the barge Landseer, which was wrecked on March 16 off 
Absecon on the Jersey coast. The Landseer was found sunk 
in seven fathoms of water with four fathoms over her decks. 
Two masts with shrouds were standing. The Mohawk ex- 
ploded four Navy standard ‘‘D’’ mines in couplets of two, 
which cut off both masts close to the deck and the vessel’s 
topsides and deck proper were torn out, completely shattering 
the hull. The mines were exploded at a depth of twenty-four 
feet under water. When found by the Mohawk the wreck 
lay directly in the path of coastwise vessels and was a most 
dangerous obstruction to navigation.

Lieut. Col. Edwin F. Glenn, 23d Inf., says: “I am de- 
lighted to contribute although I regret that such an anom- 
alous condition can arise under our form of government as 
to render such contributions necessary. Permit me to say 
that I am quite familiar with the numberless difficulties 
we are daily encountering in securing the necessary ma- 
terial to keep our enlisted force up to the authorized 
strength. I am also familiar with the constant armed 
conflict against constituted authority in the Philippine 
Islands and for the necessity for having a considerable 
force there to maintain constituted authority or govern- 
ment and the principle of ‘The Philippines for the Fili- 
pinos.’ If the principle announced in the Grafton case, 
and maintained by our Attorney General before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, is sustained by that au- 
gust body, then we must at once look to our people to 
change our fundamental law. This because no soldier or 
sailor will fight for his country in foreign countries or in 
oir foreign possessions if he knows that by virtue of his 
enlistment he forfeits his rights of citizenship as guaran- 
teed under our justly celebrated ‘Bill of Rights’ as soon 
as he is sent away from our mainland. I can not per- 
suade myself that our Supreme Court will hold as correct 
a principle so deadly dangerous to our soldiers and sail- 
ers who are constanfly called upon to use their arms in 
the performance of the duties of their office, that after ex- 
ercising such function resulting in the expected, they can- 
not be tried by a jury of their peers, but must, forsooth, 
be tried and executed under the orders of the enemy and 
incidentally by but one of such enemy who knows nothing 
and cares less for the obligations resting upon such sol- 
dier or sailor. If therefore the Supreme Court fails us, by 
all means let us educate our people until they appreciate 
the danger underlying such doctrine or principle to its 
fullest extent.” 

Co. M, of the Ist Provisional Regiment of Marines ,in 
sending their contribution from Baracoa, Cuba, say: “We 
are as interested in the outcome of Private Grafton’s ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court as any other branch of the 
Service and wish to do our part in the defense of a com- 
rade at arms placed twice in jeopardy—for carrying out 
his orders and doing his duty.”

The Act of June 29, 1906 (34 Stat., 555), entitles a di, 
charged enlisted man of the Navy to travel allowance of :.); 
cents per mile (in the United States) from place of dischary. 
to place of enlistment; this act has reference to that term of 
service from which the enlisted man is then discharged, and 
has no reference to any prior term of service. from which h. 
may have been theretofore discharged. In other words, eh 
term of service is to be considered by itself. 

A pay officer who settles accounts at a place other’ than 
one designated in his orders, loses thereby his right to com 
mutation of quarters. 

If directed to proceed ‘‘in company with’’ the paymaster ty 
his home in the United States, a pay clerk is justified in ; 
maining with the paymaster when he (the paymaster) is given 
permission to delay en route, and is entitled to pay for ti 
of such delay. He is entitled also to pay for the time requir.< 
for travel as per orders, and to pay for twenty days alloy. 
by law for settlement of the paymaster’s accounts, ey 
though the paymaster is ordered to other duty during the si: 
twenty days. 

It is the duty of the paymaster of a naval prison to inves}i- 
gate the accounts of court-martial prisoners transferred {« 
him, and to see that their pay is checked with the amouw:!s 
forfeited by them on account of the action of the court. 

An officer who is not detailed for shore duty beyond seus 
who is detached from one vessel and ordered to another, d 
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incidentally performs temporary duty on shore beyond seas. is 
not entitled to ten per cent. additional for such shore du 
(See Fremont v. U.S., Ct. Cl. 27195; also Thomas v. U.S., 1495 
U.S. 418.) 


A ship’s boat was found unaccompanied by any person, 
rescued and anchored; the finder afterwards notified the «#i- 
cers of the ship; the officer sent to get the boat, could not do 
so with the foree he had; thereupon the finder hired another 
person, also a horse and drag, and hauled the boat into deep 
water. The first part of this service was salvage service, for 
which the salvor is entitled to proper compensation: the 
second part of this service (hauling the boat into deep water) 
was ordinary service, for which the claimant is entitled to fair 
compensation, the amount to be determined by agreement | 
tween the Secretary of the Navy and claimant, as there was 
no contract entered into. 

When tried by court-martial and sentenced to imprisonment, 
a pay clerk is entitled to receive the three dollars per month 
reserved by sentence, only .so long as he is a paymaster’s 


clerk, but after he ceases to be a paymaster’s clerk he cannot 
legally be paid the amount reserved by the sentence. 
The appropriation ‘‘Pay, miscellaneous’’ (34 Stat., 555) 


includes an item for ‘‘expenses of courts-martial, prisoners ind 
prisons’’; this appropriation is available to provide the prison 
er referred to with articles which are usually supplied to 
prisoners in civil and military prisons, that is, such articles as 
are necessary for the prisoners’ health and comfort. 

See. 3679 R.S., as amended, prohibits the employmen! of 
personal service in excess of that authorized by law, exce)t in 
cases of sudden emergencies; therefore, beneficiaries of the 
Naval Home, Philadelphia, cannot be paid from ‘‘support of 
beneficiaries’’ (Appropriation Act of March 3, 1905), for 
services as watchmen, quartermasters, gate keepers, etc., even 
though such employment is by sanction of regulations of the 
home. (See Comptroller’s decision of March 22, 1906.) 

A decision of the Comptroller, which construes a staiute 
to forbid payments of a certain class, should not be made re- 


troactive; credit should be allowed for payments made before 
the date of the decision holding such payments to be |ezal, 
which were made in good faith and sanctioned by regulations 


as well as long practice. 

The ‘‘second period of service’’ referred to in General Or- 
der No. 34 (Executive Order of November 27, 1906), is the 
first enlistment on or after the date of said Executive order. 
which follows next after and is immediately preceded |) an 
enlistment which was terminated by reason of expiration of en 
listment. 

The phrase ‘‘finally discharged’’ does not bar continous 
service men from the benefits of the higher pay, as all dis 
charges are final in the sense that they relieve the man dis- 
charged from all further obligations to serve under the enlist 
ment from which discharged, and the finality of the discharge 
in that sense cannot be affected by immediate re-enlistment. 

Enlisted men of the Marine Corps, stationed ashore, are en 
titled to the extra compensation for performing the dutivs of 
mess men after having served a whole month as such. (See 
Executive order of Sept. 18, 1906: also 34 Stat., 579.) 

Payments of back pay for such duty are governed by Article 
1554 (1 and 2), Navy Regulations, 1905; therefore, claims for 
pay earned prior to the previous quarter in which credil Is 
first given should be forwarded to the Auditor for the Navy 
Department for settlement. 

An enlisted man of the Marine Corps may have the rank

This would undoubtedly be much the better 
plan.

Answer: No, 
he is not.

Answer: They have not yet been appointed, and the board has 
not yet made its report.

I am a 
married man and will be retired as regimental quartermaster 
sergeant in October. Does that entitle me to the 1,500 pounds 
weight limit at public expense? Answer: Yes. 

CO. R. E. writes: What constitutes an injury ‘‘in the line of 
duty’’? My friend holds that the officers of the Army ap- 
pointed by the President under the authority of the Constitu-

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tion are the best and the only authority to say whether an in- 
jury is incurred ‘‘in the line of duty’’ or not; that the records 
of the War Department must be accepted by the Interior De- 
partment as final and cannot be reversed by it; that all the 
departments are under and subject to the orders of the Presi- 
dent, and that when, through the Secretary of War, he puts 
on record that a man’s injury was incurred ‘‘in the line of 
duty’’ he cannot say through the Secretary of the Interior 
that the man’s injury was not incurred ‘‘in the line of duty.’’ 
I say it may be so,-+but they do it all the same. Answer: 
Your friend's position is the correct one. 

V.—A retired soldier is not entitled to a pension in addi- 
tion to his retired pay. 


V.—tThe 21st U.S. Infantry was originally the 2d Battalion 
of the 12th Infantry by Presidential order of May 4, 1861. By 
Act of Congress July 28, 1866, two new companies were added 
to the battalion, and it became the 21st Infantry. The 32d 
was consolidated with it March 3, 1869.

(G.O. 55, 
W.D., Washington, March 24, 1904.) I wish to know whether 
there is any likelihood of competitors being required to solve 
problems in ballistics in compliance with the above require- 
ment. Answer: The candidates for transfer from second lieu- 
tenancies in the Infantry and Cavalry will not be tested in 
ballistics. 


F. B. G. asks: What is the proper field equipment for veteri- 
narians? We are not protected by the Geneva Cross, so must 
be combatants, and if so, what weapons are we authorized to 
wear? Also, whether or not we are allowed to wear the U.S. 
on our collars, as we belong to the Regular organization, and 
are not civilian employees? Answer: It is suggested by the 
General Staff that these questions be sent through the chan- 
nel to the staff, when an authoritative decision will be ren- 
dered. At present only a doubtful opinion can be given, 


Cc. D. G. asks: How many ‘‘full generals’’ have there been 
in the United States Army? My idea is there were three, 
Grant, Sherman and Sheridan, but a great many say Wash- 
ington also was a full general. Answer: George Washington 
was general of the Continental army from June 15, 1775, to 
Dec. 23, 1783. He was never general of the U.S. Army. At 
the time that war with France threatened, the office of general 
was created for Washington, but he never accepted it. The 
only full generals, therefore, commissioned as such in the U. 
S. Army are U. S. Grant, W. T. Sherman and P. H. Sheridan.

Annapolis, Md., March 26, 1907. 

Midshipman John .H. Holt, jr., of the fourth class, has been 
granted leave until June 1 and he will at that time enter the 
new fourth class. He was ill with typhoid fever last summer, 
was granted a sick leave, and lost so much time that he was not 
able to go on with his class.

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WHY PORT ARTHUR FELL. 


Following closely the publication of elaborate extracts 
from General Kuropatkin’s sensational book on the defeat 
of Russia in the war with Japan, from which we quoted 
at length in the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL of Febru- 
ary 23, the St. Petersburg correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press sends some remarkable testimony relative to 
the fall of Port Arthur. This information is contained 
in the secret report on the defense of Port Arthur, which 
is the basis of the indictment on which Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Stoessel, Lieutenant General Fock, who commanded 
the Fourth Kast Siberian Division at Port Arthur, and 
Major General Reiss, chief of staff of General Stoessel, 
are standing trial for their lives before the Supreme 
Court-Martial. ‘This report explains the decision of the 
government to re-try the three officers named. It was 
written by Lieutenant General Smirnoff, the actual com- 
mandant of the fortress, Stoesse] being commander of the 
Kwantung Peninsula, is sensational in the extreme, and 
categorically accuses Stoessel of cowardice and incapacity, 
and finally of the deliberate, treasonable hastening of the 
surrender to save his own life and in defiance of the de- 
cisions of two successive councils of war. 

The correspondent, who obtained a copy°of this secret 
report, declares that it is biased in the extreme and shows 
that the high officers of the Port Arthur garrison in the 
darkest days of the siege were almost at each other’s 
throats. Only the late Major General Kondratenko, com- 
mander of the 7th East Siberian Rifles, had the confidence 
of both sides. The report explains the references made in 
General Kuropatkin’s report of General Stoessel’s de- 
moralization of the garrison. As to Stoessel, General 
Smirnoff says: 

“A series of unpardonable blunders outside the fortress, 
due to the ignorance and lack of military capacity and 
martial prowess of Generals Stoessel and Fock, brought 
the investment of the fortress several months earlier than 
necessary, and after the investment a desire for unde- 
served glory moved Stoessel to interfere in the defense, 
with unfortunate results. Finally, at the last period of 
the siege, Stoessel usurped my authority, with the assist- 
ance of Generals Fock and Reiss, and committed treason 
in surrendering suddenly and prematurely. I regard our 
defeat at Mukden as a direct result of this treason.” 

General Smirnoff, appointed. commandant of the for- 
tress of Port Arthur, arrived there March 17, 1904, and 
found its defense only half finished. The friction between 
Stoessel and Smirnoff, due to the overlapping of their au- 
thority, began at the outset over the plans for the defense, 
Stoessel, though not an engineer, overruling Smirnoff’s 
selection of points for fortification, and failing to grasp 
the importance of such positions as Two Hundred and 
Three Meter Hill. Many incidents are cited as showing 
Stoessel’s disregard of the interests of the fortress. In 
preparation for the siege Smirnoff prohibited the with- 
drawal of provisions, but Stoessel allowed their sale to 
the field army. Smirnoff’s directions that no lights were 
to be shown facing the sea, as they would guide the Jap- 
anese torpedoboats and fireships, were defied by Stoessel, 
who threatened to arrest Prince Mikeladze, the chief of 
gendarmes, for speaking to Stoessel’s servants on the sub- 
ject. Later Reiss removed the whole of the Prince’s force, 
which was valuable for spy detection, because the gen- 
darmes reported officers of Reiss’s regiment for maltreat- 
ing soldiers. Smirnoff’s order for the establishment of a 
hospital for the treatment of soldiers suffering from con- 
tagious diseases was revoked by Stoessel because the site 
chosen would lessen the desirability as a residence of Gen- 
eral Fock’s villa. The order was only reissued late in Oc- 
tober, 1904, when many patients perished on account of 
their removal in inclement weather. ‘“Stoessel,” said 
Smirnoff at that time, “is ignorant of the use of artillery 
and of engineering, and in view of the cowardice he has 
repeatedly displayed I suspect that he is equally unquali- 
fied to command infantry.” 

Early in June General Kuropatkin and Admiral Alexi- 
eff, the viceroy of the Far East, arrived at Port Arthur 
and Kuropatkin severely criticized Stoessel’s generalship 
at Kinchau, his plans for the defense of the fortress and 
his failure to supplement the provisions ,by rounding in 
the cattle of the peninsula, as a result of which the garri- 
son already was on short rations, Kuropatkin plainly 
told Stoessel he was demoralizing the garrison and threat- 
ened to recall him, while the viceroy categorically forbade 
him to interfere with the fleet. As a result of these re- 
bukes Stoessel subsided and did not interefere with Smir- 
noff until the middle of September. In the meanwhile the 
Japanese undertook their first most desperate attempts to 
storm the fortress, their attacks lasting eight days. Smir- 
noff asserts that he was in full command and claims all 
the credit for the defense. He says he was forced to re- 
move General Fock from the command of general reserve 
for disobedience to his orders to send reserves to a threat- 
ened point at a critical moment. 

Stoessel’s account of the repulses of the storming par- 
ties brought him the imperial thanks, his promotion and 
the cross of the Order of St. George, which encouraged 
him to renew his interference with the defense. An un- 
fortunate order of Stoessel’s to mine the forts, in order to 
be able to blow them up in case of its being necessary to 
retreat, disheartened the garrison who were demoralized 
by having to live over vast quantities of explosives. The 
troops were further affected by an injudicious memoran- 
dum, circulated by General Fock, predicting various dis- 
asters, which reached the ears of the soldiers. Another 
mistake was the removal of the guns from frontal posi- 
tions to form an artillery reserve. The scheme of fortifi- 
cation outlined by General Smirnoff was also altered. 

The garrison and the inhabitants of Port Arthur, the 
report continues, were demoralized by Stoessel’s personal 
conduct. Though he avoided the fighting line he cursed 
the population as poltroons and rascally cave-dwellers, 
but he continually changed his residence in order to avoid 





the shells, finally locating in quarters entirely out of 
range. So soon as the enemy was able to shell these quar- 
ters Stoessel hastened to surrender. His pusillanimity was 
a constant byword among the officers, rank-and-file and 
civilians. 

There were hints in the middle of November that Stoes- 
sel was resolved to surrender Port Arthur. A council of 
war was summoned Dec. 8, 1904, and Reiss, in Stoessel’s 
behalf, introduced the question of surrender. Smirnoff de- 
clared the question could not be considered so long as am- 
munition and food supplies were available. He was sup- 
ported by all the members of the council and Stoessel ac- 
cepted the decision, but made a memorandum on the min- 
utes of the council to the effect that he would not allow 
“butchery in the streets.” 

During the closing days of the siege the relations be- 
tween the Russian generals became even more strained. 
Fock, who had not been attached to any command since 
his removal in August, was appointed to succeed Kondra- 
tenko, as chief of the land defense, against Smirnoff’s pro- 
test, One of Fock’s first acts ‘was to authorize, with 
Stoessel’s approval, the evacuation of Forts No. 2 and 
No. 3, under which the Japanese had exploded mines. 
Their surrender caused a violent controversy between 
Fock and Smirnoff, who insists they could have been de- 
fended longer and was convinced that Stoessel and Fock 
were in agreement regarding the surrender. 

Smirnoff sent a despatch to General Kuropatkin Dec. 15 
asking him to be appointed commandant of Port Arthur 
with full power, but before a response was received the 
fortress fell. At a critical period Fock visited the forts 
on Pigeon Bay and informed the defenders that a stub- 
born defense was not expected and discoursed on the re- 
spective lots of generals and privates in captivity. 

On Dec. 29, 1904, Stoessel reconvened the council of 
war. Only Fock and Reiss and Colonels Dmitriffsky and 
Gandourine advocated a surrender. Smirnoff quoted the 
regulations forbidding the surrender of a fortress before 
the complete exhaustion of its resources, and in a stirring 
speech outlined a plan for holding successively the interior 
lines of defense for six weeks and then only when the 
provisions were approaching exhaustion was a surrender 
to be discussed. Stoessel thanked the council for its al- 
most unanimous decision to prolong the defense and closed 
the meeting. ‘wo days later a third fort was blown up 
and taken by the Japanese. The Russian artillery, how- 
ever, succeeded in staying their advance. During the night 
and next morning several successive Russian positions 
were evacuated under orders from Stoessel and Fock on 
the ground of urgent necessity. One Russian commander 
refused flatly to obey the order to evacuate the position 
which he occupied until threatened with drastic measures. 
But the strong third line of defense was still intact and 
able to prolong the defense, when Stoessel, Jan. 1, 1905, 
made overtures to the Japanese commander, General 
Nogi, for a capitulation, without summoning the council 
or notifying Smirnoff, the commandant of the fortress 
proper. 

According to Smirnoff the effectives of the garrison of 
Port Arthur at the time of the surrender of the fortress 
were 12,500 bayonets, 5,000 artillerymen, 500 engineers, 
1,000 troops unattached and 5,000 militia, with about 
200,000 shells and 7,000,000 rounds of rifle ammunition. 
The general’s report further gives a list of the food sup- 
plies, showing that they were ample to last the defenders 
of Port Arthur for six weeks longer. 
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A COMMON-SENSH ARMY. 

In a notice of Col. Sir Howard Vincent’s lecture on the 
U.S. Army, the London Spectator says: “It is the vogue 
nowadays for the military man to despise the journalist. 
Sir Howard has the qualities of both, and his little pam- 
phlet of twenty-four pages is consequently worth a dozen 
official handbooks. The military system of the only other 
great Anglo-Saxon nation in the world should at all times 
be worthy of our closest attention, but this should be 
never more the case than now, when, as Sir Howard 
shows us, the latest developments are the outcome of a 
quick-witted and common-sense adaptation of the lessons 
of the South African and Manchurian Wars, the true sig- 
nificance of which, as regards matters of principle at 
least, we in England have been too slow to grasp. It may 
well be asked by readers of Sir Howard’s paper why our 
army reformers do not seek information from our cousins 
across the Atlantic rather than from the systems of alien 
peoples who have had no war experience for over thirty 
years. 

“The regular army, which is regarded as the basis or 
skeleton of a much larger Army in time of war, is proba- 
bly both as to officers and men the best physically, the 
most intelligent, the most highly trained, and the most 
perfectly equipped of any army in the world. With a 
present numerical strength of 3,767 officers and 67,000 
men, and an establishment of 100,000, it is a profession 
al army in the best sense of the term. ‘The pay of the 
officers is far higher than in any other country—and few, 
if any, of them possess private means—while pensions are 
paid at the rate of 75 per cent. of the pay earned at the 
date of retirement. As regards the men, for every va- 
cancy in the United States Army there are four candi- 
dates! Consequently both their physique and their ‘intel- 
ligence reach an extraordinarily high standard. ‘There 
are no recruiting sergeants hanging about the street cor- 
ners with dazzling uniforms, specious promises, or prof- 
fered drink. Advertisements are simply inserted in the 
leading papers stating for what branches of the Service 
recruits are wanted and giving the address of the recruit- 
ing officer, where full particulars as to pay or prospects 
ean be obtained either personally or by letter.” This Reg- 
ular Army has no reserve. The reserve is in theory the 
whole nation in arms, or eighteen millions of able-bodied 
men, a total which exceeds the aggregate of the mobilized 
armies of Europe; in practice it consists of the militia 
force which is maintained by each state. This principle 
ef the whole nation as the ultimate military reserve— 
‘every citizen of the state the born defender of it’—is 
therefore one which it is possible for a free people to ac- 
cept and yet remain free. 

“The States’ militia bears little or no relation to the 
British militia, but corresponds almost entirely to our 
volunteer force. In time of war, when called into the ser- 
vice of the nation, it forms, with the specially enlisted 
volunteers, “the Volunteer Army of the U.S.A,” It is 
organized, armed, and disciplined exactly as the Regular 
Army ; it is paid at full Army rates for such periods as it 
is out for training. The states take a great interest and 
pride in their militig, as do the counties and municipali- 
ties composing each state. The drills are held throughout 
the year, with a short annual period of camp training, 
and it is recognized that the function of the militia is to 
put as many men as possible through the course of train- 
ing it provides rather than to aim at the perfection of a 
much smaller number of men. The militia staff is formed 
by militia officers, as in Switzerland, and not, as with us,

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Both of the political parties in England agree in op- 
posing the building of a tunnel under the English Chan- 
nei, and the bill authorizing it will be withdrawn. The 
Premier, in announcing his decision, said: “Even if the 
military dangers could be completely guarded against, 
there would be a feeling of insecurity, leading to constant 
demands for increased naval and military expenditure 
and creating a feeling of alarm, injurious to the coun- 
try’s commercial and political interests, which would not 
be compensated for by the advantages of the tunnel.” 


A despatch from Danizic, West Prussia, March 21, 
says: “Coast battery practice against balloons will begin 
nene here in a day or two. Several artillery officers of 
high rank have arrived at Dantzic from Berlin to ob- 
serve the results of the firing, which will be against both 
free and captive balloons. The latter will be towed by 
swift vessels, to which they will be attached by cables 
about 1,000 yards long, and will be nine miles out at 
sea. 

Dr. Paul Lewoniewki, a medical officer of the Russian 
army, states in the Press Medicale that there prevails 
among the Cossacks of that army a popular belief that 
those who swallow bullets will not be killed by a bullet 
in battle, and some of them seem to be impressed with 
the idea that the more bullets they swallow the more 
surely operative is the charm. He reports the case of a 
soldier, seventeen years old, who on one day swallowed 
fourteen modern jacketed bullets, which had been used, 
and on the following day thirty-one more—forty-five in 
al!. It appears that the precaution is held to be futile 
unless the motive is kept secret; hence the young man’s 
father stated, when the lad was admitted into a hospital, 
that his son had swallowed that great number of bullets 
in order to outdo some of his comrades who had swal- 
lowed only a few. The lad entered the hospital on the 
third day after his first meal of bullets, and at the end 
of about forty days after was subjected to gastrotomy. 
About half a pint of a foul bloody fluid issued from the 
incision into the stomach, and then eleven bullets were re- 
moved, They were quite smooth and showed no altera- 
tion of their surface. The gastric mucous membrane was 
hyperemic and was the seat of numerous small ecchy- 
The soldier made a satisfactory recovery. 

Capt. Thomas B. 8S. Adair, of the British navy, who 
was in command of the British battleship Montagu when 
she went aground and was lost off Lundy’s Island, has 
been placed on the retired list at his own request. Speak- 
ing of the event, a writer in the Portsmouth, Eng., Tele- 
graph says: “Captain Adair was one of the very best 
captains in the service, an officer “‘wedded to the navy,’ 
and it is an open secret that he was destined to be the 
first captain of the Dreadnought. I never came across 
anyone who had served under Captain Adair who had

Press advices from St. Petersburg state that the Rus- 
sian evacuation of Manchuria is complete. The last 
battalion of Russian troops left Harbin on March 21. 
The evacuation of Manchuria by the troops of Russia 
and Japan, as well as the restoration of Manchuria to 
China, was provided for in the treaty of Portsmouth. 
The date of this evacuation was fixed for April 15 of this 
year. ‘The Chinese government is moving troops into 
Manchuria. Japan, however, has made a commercial 
treaty with China including certain concessions in Man- 
churia. Japan is demanding that these concessions be 
fulfilled, but China is loath to grant them. 

It is announced that the German government have 
decided on the deepening and widening of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm Canal, which cuts through Southern Holstein and 
connects the North Sea with the Baltic. The work will 
take ten years to complete, and cost ten millions sterling. 
The existing canal, it will be remembered, was opened 
in 1895. Its greatest surface breadth is only about 
190 feet, and its bed breadth only about 70 feet. Its 
largest locks are only 470 feet long, 80 feet broad, and 30 
feet deep. 

The new Swedish ironclad, Osear II., is at present 
undergoing her trial, and is, says Engineering, the sixth 
ironclad built for the Swedish government at Messrs. 
Lindholman’s shipyard, Gothenburg. ‘The displacement 
of the Oscar II. is 4,275 tons, and she is, consequently, 
the largest ironclad of the three Scandinavian kingdoms. 
She is 318 feet long and draws seventeen feet of water. 
The two triple-expansion engines indicate together 9,000 
horse-power ; the speed is eighteen knots. The armor con- 
sists of a heavy water-line armor and a vrotected deck. 
There are six protected turrets, one fore and one aft, 
with two at each side. The armament consists of two 
twenty-one-centimeter guns in the turrets fore and aft, 
and eight fifteen-centimeter guns, two and two, in the 
side turrets. ‘There are besides the 5.7-millimeter guns 
and two torpedo tubes, one on each side, for firing tor- 
pedoes under water. The Oscar II. is built with a ram, 
and has four projectors. 


The socialist deputies have been attacking the French 
government in the Chambers with reference to alleged 
cruelties in the disciplinary battalions of Africa. Reply- 
ing, the Minister of War, General Picquart, said that the 
reports from Africa were grossly exaggerated. Only sol- 
diers who were known to have bad characters before they 
were recruited were drafted into the disciplinary battal- 
ions. He admitted, however, that in a few instances the 
regulations had been overstepped and abuses committed, 
the authors of which would be subjected to an investiga- 
tion and eventual punishment, and promised to suppress 
some of the severer forms of discipline. In conclusion, he 
suggested the speedy passage of the bill introduced by 
himself for the abolition of the disciplinary battalions. 

Following is a synopsis of a new army recruiting law 
now under consideration by the government of Italy: 
(1) The adoption of the two years’ period of service 
for all arms and an increase in the contingent of tne 
first category; (2) the reduction of service to fifteen 
months for purposes of study and other special causes; 
(3) the formation of a second category, composed prin- 
cipally of conscripts who have been assigned to it for 
family reasons; (4) the mobilization with fewer numbers 
of classes, and, consequently, with a better stamp of men. 


The British first-class torpedohoat No. 11—formerly 
called the coastal destroyer Mayfly—constructed for the 
Admiralty by Yarrow and Company, of Poplar and Glas- 
gow, had her official high-speed trial on March 6, when 
a speed of twenty-seven knots was obtained during a run 
of eight hours, the contract speed being twenty-six knots. 
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The consumption of oil during the eight hours was found 
to be 21.45 tons—i.e., 2.68 tons per hour. A subsequent 
trial was made of twenty-four hours’ duration at a speed 
of 12.11 knots, when the consumption was proved to be 
8.79 tons for the twenty-four hours—i.e., 0.366 tons per 
hour and 67.65 pounds per knot. On both these trials oil 
fuel alone was used. 


An English contemporary, the Hampshire Telegraph, 
states that the cool self-possession of a naval lieutenant 
in command of the submarine Gymnote has saved the 
French fleet from the shock of another disaster like that 
of the Farfadet. The submarine flotilla, convoyed by a 
torpedoboat, left Toulon in bad weather, but outside the 
port found the sea calm enough for a plunge. After be- 
ing under water some time the Gymnote suddenly felt a 
shock, which turned the boat over and rendered the 
machinery useless, and put out all the lights. The com- 
mander instantly realized that a sunken reef had been 
struck, and the lead ballast being flung out the -boat rose 
to the surface. Her distress signals then brought up the 
torpedoboat, and she was rescued. 


The works belonging to the Armstrong Pozzuoli Com- 
pany, a subsidiary establishment of Messrs. Armstrong, 
Whitworth and Company, which were founded in 1886, 
are situated at Pozzuoli, about seven miles west of Naples. 
It employs about 1,800 hands, all Italians. These works 
have turned out more than 1,000 pieces of ordnance of dif- 
ferent sizes for the Italian and other governments, one 
16-in., 13 13 1-2-in., 12 12-in., 25 10-in., 44 8-in., 295 
6-in., 216 4 3-4-in., 158 3-in., 122 2 1-4in., 34 1 1-2-in,, 
and 4 11-in. howitzers. All of these guns have been sup- 
plied with the necessary mountings, shields, armor plating, 
and other accessories fitted for service. Important works 
have also been executed for the Italian War Department, 
including the colossal armor-plated tower Victor Emman- 
uel II, on the island of S. Paola, near Tarento, for 120- 
ten guns, and more recently of special installations for 
15 cm. guns in the Alpine defenses.
